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Dear Bidder, 


The season for our 2023 Central States Platinum Session and Signature® Auction has arrived. This springtime affair is 
revived each year with intention and vitality, curated for the seasoned and burgeoning collector alike. Comparatively 
smaller in size to our tour de force NYINC and ANA events, this sale’s more intimate setting affords the opportunity to 
become especially familiar with the lots herein, allowing you to align your bids with your collecting aspirations optimally. 
Though we are proud of all the material enclosed in these pages, cream inevitably rises. A preview of those delicacies 
follows below. 


We begin in ancient Sicily with a stellar standout from the entire sale—an unsigned Kimon decadrachm pedigreed to 
the June 1902 Hirsch auction. This 40mm Fine Style masterpiece has exceptional surfaces for the type, an unusually 
complete beaded border on the reverse, and a well-deserved star for its stunning beauty. A fitting and exciting way to 
kick off the evening! Two additionally wonderful decadrachms immediately follow to keep the bidding lively. A run of 
Alexander the Great staters will entice, as will the glittering Croesus heavy and light standard Lydian staters. Judaean 
collectors will be especially tempted by the selection of Year 1 through 3 shekels and half-shekels. A Colosseum ses- 
tertius from Titus appears, which always makes Imperial collectors sit up and take notice. For later Roman gold, two 
“Eyes to God” Constantine the Great solidi, a facing bust Licinius II solidus, and an impressive 4-1/2 solidi medallion of 
Constans are “must-see” offerings. 


All that said, the rockstar of the evening waits patiently as Lot 51: the imposing Eid Mar denarius—a legendary coin 
among not just numismatists but historians and investors as well. Minted by Brutus to commemorate his involvement in 
the murder of Julius Caesar to liberate the Roman Republic from tyranny, this bold type enjoys constant demand and is 
one of the few coins specifically mentioned in ancient documents. As if that weren’t enough, this well-pedigreed spec- 
imen found a home in the collections of Nelson Bunker Hunt, Sy Weintraub, Hall Park McCullough, W. H. Woodward, 
as well as the actor Peter Weller of Robocop fame. If you cannot attend the live auction in Dallas, tune in via 

HERITAGE Live!® to watch or participate in the bidding frenzy sure to surround this incredible treasure. 


Turning to the World portion of this session, our selection of British rarities unsurprisingly serves to entice and inspire. 
Lofty visual and conditional calibers are set by a legacy selection from the Long Island collection, a 1643 Charles | Unite 
graded AU58 by NGC. Following suit are two Victorian marvels, an ‘827’ Sovereign, the famed “completer” for most 
advanced Sovereign cabinets, and an 1887 5 Pounds of the no-initials variety, debated amongst enthusiasts to be a die 
concept or presentation piece. 


Across the pond, our French offerings prove particularly fierce, anchored by an unusually comprehensive sampling of 
Napoleon III 100 Francs from the KJR Collection. A quartet of immensely desirable and scarce emissions from the reign 
of Christian V solidifies the Danish-Norwegian presence in this session, while several highly original Austro-German 
issues also break from the pack, including an outstanding 1647 Munster 2 Taler with no major auction records in the 
last two decades and unexpectedly absent from the Virgil Brand, Cape Coral, and Kohlmoos collections. 


Broadening our perspective, the ever-coveted Santiago “Pillar” 8 Reales, struck as the first Chilean silver type to a 
minuscule mintage compared to its colonial counterparts, is positioned as a definite highlight. Another stellar rarity, 
in this case from Ecuador, is an NGC-certified AU55 “QUITO-MV” 8 Escudos, besting the only other 1838 exam- 
ple to come to market since 2005—the Eliasburg specimen graded XF40 by NGC. Representatives from two highly 
collectible Japanese series are also tempting—a final-date Manen Oban, graded MS61 at PCGS, and a first-date 
Year 3 Meiji 20 Yen, graded MS63 at NGC. 


Without further ado, our team is thrilled to present the 2023 Central States Platinum Session and Signature® Auction.

Syracuse had been striking its own coins for about a century, when in 
circa 405 BC it began issuing the stunning series of silver decadrachms 
by Kimon and Euainetos. These huge, impressive coins were struck in con- 
siderable numbers, probably to pay the Greek mercenary soldiers who 
flooded Sicily to fight the expanding power of Carthage. They stand at 
the pinnacle of Greek numismatic achievement and served as a paradigm 
for Hellenistic art in the ages to follow. Kimon'’s decadrachm design, as 
exemplified by this impressive piece, features a highly individualized and 
realistic head of Arethusa, clearly modeled on a real-life Greco-Sicilian 
woman. Her hair is bound in an elaborate jeweled net and a wide hair- 
band, or ampyx. On the obverse, Kimon’s four-horse chariot races to the 
left at breakneck speed while the goddess Nike flies serenely above, reach- 
ing out with a laurel wreath to crown the victorious charioteer. Below this 
scene, in the exergue beneath the ground line, are arrayed the prize tro- 
Dhies - a military cuirass, greaves and a helmet, labeled AOAA (“athla”) 
or prizes, from which the term athlete derives.

Widely considered to be the most beautiful coins ever struck, the immense 
silver decadrachms of Syracuse from the later fifth century BC represent 
the full flowering of classical Greek sculptural art. Syracuse, the fore- 
most Greek city in Sicily, had produced coins of exceptional beauty for 
nearly a century when, ca. 415 BC, engravers began signing their coin 
dies. Chief among these were the master engravers Kimon and Euainetos, 
whose large silver decadrachms seemed to capture the spirit of the artistic 
and intellectual revolution then sweeping the Greek world. The obverse of 
these pieces depicts a four-horse racing chariot, or quadriga, in full ca- 
reer to left while Nike, goddess of Victory, flies above to crown the driver 
with a laurel wreath. Below this scene is a set of Greek armor offered as 
a prize to the victorious charioteer. The reverse depicts a beautiful head 
of Arethusa, nymph of a sacred spring, with dolphins frolicking around 
her. The decadrachm of Euainetos became a widely-copied archetype for 
Greek coinage, and the master engravers head of Arethusa remains a 
paradigm of cool, classical beauty today.

At the beginning of his reign in 336 BC, the Macedonian Kingdom was re- 
portedly in debt to the tune of 500 silver talents (a talent being 6,000 silver 
drachms and a “kings ransom” in earliest Greek times). To give an idea 
of the vast loot his conquests amassed, at Susa alone Alexander seized 
50,000 talents of silver and 40,000 of gold. This huge intake of bullion 
resulted in hitherto unseen denominations such as the gold distater, tar- 
iffed at two staters and ten silver tetradrachms, about 20 day's wages for 
a Macedonian soldier during wartime. The distater was likely employed to 
pay off many of Alexander ’s veteran soldiers, who were rewarded for their 
labors with the equivalent of a silver talent. With the new denomination, a 
talent could be paid out as 120 gold distaters. Despite their size and enor- 
mous buying power, gold distaters evidently circulated heavily, for most 
specimens found today display considerable wear and numerous contact 
marks. However, this specimen is an attractive high-grade example.

Cyzicus was an important city on the northwestern coast of Anatolia, well 
positioned to take advantage of trade across and through the Sea of Mar- 
mara. Its coinage was in more or less continuous production from circa 
550 BC-AD 630, a nearly 1,200 year span unmatched by any other an- 
cient mint. The tunny (tuna) fish was the symbol of Cyzicus from mid-6th 
century BC, when the city began striking electrum staters and fractions 
that circulated so widely the generic term for a stater became a cyzicenus. 
The fishing trade was critical to the economy of Cyzicus and it is likely 
the tunny fish became a form of pre-coinage currency, which carried over 
to become a mint symbol after the invention of coinage in nearby Lydia. 


The adventures of the mighty Hercules can be found on coinage throughout 
ancient Greece and Rome, and the staters of Cyzicus are no different. The 
epic story of Jason and the Argonauts tells of the ship of heroes landing on 
the island of Cyzicus where they were welcomed warmly by the king, Cyzi- 
cus. After their ship mistakenly returned and was believed to be an enemy 
invader, a battle ensued resulting in the death of the king who was slain 
by either Jason or Hercules. This type, with Hercules in the throws of one 
of his labors above the islands mint symbol, is a delightful example of the 
merging of myth, history, and culture in the form of coinage.

As a trusted general to Lysimachus, Philetaerus was made commander of Pergamum, and its treasury, in 301 BC. However, within a few years, he 
changed allegiance to a different Macedonian general, and former ally of Lysimachus, Seleucus I. As ruler of this Greek state, Philetaerus faced minimal 
oversight from the Seleucid Empire, especially after the assassination of Seleucus I, and gradually he began minting coins with his own name. The type 
featured here is an intriguing example of this transitory period, when Pergamum was still technically loyal to the Seleucid Empire, but beginning to exer- 
cise more of its autonomy. The posthumous portrait of Seleucus I is a nod to this tenuous loyalty, but features Philetaerus’ personal reverse type with his 
name and Athena Nicephorus, the kingdom ’ patron goddess. Eventually, the tetradrachms of this Athena series would use the bust of Philetaerus himself, 
distinguishing a clearer shift in sovereignty for the kingdom and Attalid dynasty.

In his book “Electrum and the Invention of Coinage” (Dennis McMillan, 
2011), author Joe Linzalone presents a convincing case that this Ionian 
issue of circa 670-660 BC should be considered the first true coin type 
ever struck. Pre-weighed lumps of electrum, some marked with a rough 
punch, had been employed as a medium of exchange for some years before 
this issue, but they lacked anything that could be called an obverse “type” 
or design. The field of striated lines seen here, Linzalone theorizes, could 
evoke the ripples of water in the stream beds where natural electrum was 
found in Lydia and Ionia, where coinage originated; alternatively it could 
simply be an abstract design engraved into the anvil striking surface in- 
tended to hold the blank in position. However, Linzalone points out the 
striated fields were maintained for a while even after other design ele- 
ments were added, indicated more than a simple mechanical function. In 
any case, in his early treatise on economics and money, Aristotle stated 
that the addition of an obverse image was the decisive step to converting 
bullion into coinage. The striated stater is of special importance as it is 
the highest denomination initially struck; all other denominations served 
as fractions of a stater.

The city of Rhodes on its eponymous island was a relatively late founda- 
tion, formed in ca. 408 BC by the union of Ialussus, Camirus and Lin- 
dus. Its strategic position on an island between Europe and Asia Minor 
assured its prosperity and growing importance as a naval power. The 
citizens chose as their patron deity Helios, god of the sun, whose rays 
shone down with such alluring brilliance year-round on the island. This 
superb coin actually predates the construction of the city’s most famous 
landmark, the Colossus of Rhodes, a towering statue of Helios that stood 
alongside the harbor.

This series can justifiably be termed the “worlds first major gold coin- 
age.”’ While the Lydian kingdom and several Greek city states of Asia 
Minor had previously struck coins in electrum, a natural alloy of gold and 
silver, the accession of Croesus to the Lydian throne circa 561 BC ushered 
in a revolution in the world economy. The most important reform attrib- 
uted to Croesus was the introduction of a bimetallic coinage in gold and 
silver, first augmenting and then replacing the previous electrum issues. 
The design chosen by Croesus, confronting foreparts of a lion and bull, 
are thought by Harlan J. Berk to be symbolic of “strength and power” 
(lion) and “fertility” (bull). The lion had previously been used by Alyattes, 
and so an alternative theory might be that this is a dynastic type, with the 
lion representing Alyattes and the bull representing his son and succes- 
sor. The creation of separate gold and silver denominations ranging from 
a full stater down to 1/96th of a stater was a visionary move that had a 
major impact on the ancient economy. Gold staters were initially issued 
by Croesus on a “heavy” standard of about 10.7 grams, the same weight 
as the new silver stater denomination (although, since silver is a lighter 
metal, the gold issues were smaller in size and much more valuable).

In numismatic circles, Croesus is most famous for introducing the worlds 
first bimetallic standard, issuing coins of both gold and silver. Prior to 
this, coins were produced in electrum, a naturally occurring alloy of gold 
and silver. This situation obviously caused a number of problems, most 
notably because the proportions of gold to silver were inconsistent. In 
fact, there is strong evidence to suggest that Croesus’ father, Alyattes, ar- 
tificially manipulated the gold-to-silver ratio in his electrum coins in his 
favor; the natural occurring electrum in Asia Minor typically has a gold- 
to-silver ratio of 75%-25%, though his coins were struck with 54% gold 
and 44% silver. 


The eminent scholar of early coinage, John Kroll, argues that the gold 
standard of Croesus was introduced in several stages, designed at recall- 
ing as many of the circulating electrum staters as possible. The early elec- 
trum staters of Asia Minor were typically struck on a weight standard of 
14.15 grams. Considering the relative value of gold to silver at the time 
was 1:13, then one gold stater of the so-called “heavy” series of King 
Croesus, based on a weight standard of 10.8 grams, would have been 
equal to the gold and silver content of one electrum stater, which circu- 
lated at an assumed ratio of 75% gold and 25% silver. Kroll argues that 
the Lydian government used this heavy standard to recall the old electrum 
coins and reissue the new heavy standard gold coins at a 1:1 ratio. 


Once a sufficient number had been recalled, the Lydian government issued 
the new light stater, which weighed approximately 8.05 grams. Kroll con- 
tinues his argument that this new weight standard was designed to recall 
as many of the remaining electrum coins as possible, as the 8.05 gram 
standard is based on the actual gold and silver content of early electrum 
coins (54% gold and 44% silver). In other words, the heavy standard was 
used to replace electrum staters at their circulating face value and the light 
standard was used to recall coins at their actual gold and silver value.

The trichryson, a gold piece of about 24mm and 17.8 grams (the approxi- 
mate size and weight of an Attic silver tetradrachm), was first introduced 
by Ptolemy I shortly after he assumed the title of Basileus (king) in 305 
BC. The weight was equivalent to five Ptolemaic silver drachms on the 
reduced Phoenician standard adopted by Ptolemy I (hence the modern 
term “pentadrachm” usually applied to this denomination) but under the 
Ptolemaic system the value would have been 12 times as great, or 60 silver 
drachms - a huge sum in the ancient world. It was the largest gold coin the 
world had yet seen, testament to the vast wealth of Egypt. The Alexandria 
mint employed the best engravers in the production of its gold coinage and 
the quality of portraiture is typically outstanding. The production of gold 
trichrysons continued under Ptolemy II Philadelphus until circa August 
272 BC, when it was replaced by an even larger gold coin, the mnaieion, 
worth 100 silver drachms.

Gold mnaieions were first struck under the enlightened Ptolemy LI (282- 
246 BC), who built the famous Library of Alexandria and towering Pharos 
lighthouse. In 279 BC, he married his sister, the beautiful and ambitious 
Arsinée I, in the manner of the old Egyptian pharaohs. The sibling mar- 
riage scandalized Greek society, which gave Arsinée the nickname Phila- 
delphus, or “brother-lover.” Arsinée embraced the term, making it part of 
her royal title, and she proudly placed it on her coinage. Arsinée s regal 
profile, veiled and crowned with a jeweled coronet, graces the obverse of 
most Ptolemaic gold octadrachms. The double-cornucopia on the reverse 
symbolized both Egypt's abundance and the joint rule of Ptolemy and Ar- 
sinde. Gold coins bearing Arsinée’s portrait continued to be struck for 
centuries after her death in 271 BC.

The unusual elephant headdress worn by Demetrius on this tetradrachm 
recalls the similar headgear sported by Alexander the Great on early 
coins of Ptolemaic Egypt, referring to his conquests in northern India. 
Demetrius also campaigned in India while serving a long apprenticeship 
under his father, Euthydemus I, as recorded on a dedicatory stone recently 
discovered north of Ai Khanoum in Afghanistan. After succeeding to the 
throne, he launched an invasion of northern India that extended Greek 
control into modern Pakistan. The historian Strabo claims “more tribes 
were subdued by [Demetrius] than Alexander.”

After decades of abuses heaped by the Romans upon the denizens of Ju- 
daea, the Jews were ripe for revolt. In AD 66, the Procurator Gessius 
Florus summarily seized 16 talents of silver from the Jerusalem temple. A 
massive protest by the citizens brought a typically brutal Roman response 
and more than 3,000 Jews were slain. Pleas for calm by the client King 
Agrippa II fell on deaf ears as the city and countryside rose in full-scale 
revolt. Florus and the Roman garrison were driven from the city; an at- 
tempt by the legate of nearby Syria to put down the rebellion led to the 
loss of an entire Legion, XII Fulminata, and consternation in Rome. Once 
freed of the Romans, Jerusalem temple authorities began striking their 
own silver coinage - the first time that a sovereign Jewish government 
had done so. 


The mint was likely located within the Temple complex and the silver pro- 
vided by the stockpiles of Tyrian shekels kept in the treasury. Mintage 
was carefully controlled for weight, fineness and the legends each coin 
carried. The coins featured Jewish symbolism dating back centuries and 
slogans (“For the Freedom of Jerusalem” and “For the Redemption of 
Zion”) that showed the leaders of the rebellion well understood how to use 
coins for mass communication. Workmanship in the manufacture of these 
thick shekels and half-shekels (smaller silver fractions were also struck 
in tiny numbers) was unusually high, given the wartime conditions under 
which they were created. Coins were dated to the year the revolt started; 
coins dated Year 1 (AD 66/7) are considered scarce, with about 120-150 
recorded specimens; Years 2 and 3 (AD 67-69) are relatively common, 
with known examples in the low hundreds, Year 4 issues quite rare (about 
40 known examples), and Year 5 (AD 70) the rarest of all, with a dozen 
“regular” issues and 14 of “irregular” shekels recorded.

According to the Israel Numismatic Society's Menorah Coin Project, 
which has made a census of known examples of Jewish War coins, more 
than 360 Year 2 shekels are known to have survived, but only 102 half- 
shekels are recorded. This is somewhat puzzling as the half-shekel is 
named in several ancient sources as the amount of the Temple Tax paid 
by every Jewish male over the age of 20, and one would think that such 
a denomination would be at least as common in circulation as its double. 
However, roughly the same survival rate applies to the Tyrian shekels and 
half-shekels previously used to pay the tax.

Aulus Hirtius was a key supporter of Caesar, who might have ended up as 
Caesar s successor in power had events taken a different turn. An expe- 
rienced soldier, he served as one of Caesars legates in Gaul from about 
54 BC and was an envoy to Pompey in 50 BC. He served Caesar loyally 
during the Civil War against Pompey and his successors in 48-45 BC. 
Hirtius was appointed as Caesar's mintmaster in Rome in 46 BC, and it 
was then that he struck the first truly large issue of gold aurei from the 
spoils of Caesar s campaigns. These aurei, which bear a rather enigmatic 
veiled female head on the obverse, were used to pay Caesar's soldiers 
after the great triumphal parade. After Caesar 5 assassination, Hirtius ini- 
tially supported Marc Antony but, after taking over as Consul in 43 BC, he 
raised an army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero and Octavian. 
His army defeated Antony at Mutina in April of 43 BC, but Hirtius was 
killed in the fighting; his consular colleague Pansa died days later, leav- 
ing Octavian and Antony masters of Rome. Modern historians owe Hirtius 
a debt of gratitude for preserving and editing Caesar s Commentaries on 
the Gallic and Civil Wars.

The EID MAR denarius, undoubtedly the most historically important of all 
ancient coins, and one of the very few specific coins mentioned by classi- 
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cal authors. In his account of the Roman civil wars of 49-31 BC, the Ro- 
man historian Dio Cassius writes: “Brutus stamped upon the coins which 
were being minted his own likeness and a cap and two daggers, indicating 
by this and by the inscription that he and Cassius had liberated the fa- 
therland.” The EID MAR type is justifiably famous and was selected in a 
2008 vote by top numismatists as Number I of the “100 Greatest Ancient 
Coins.”” Numerous books, articles, and TV productions have illustrated 
this type, including the most widely used handbook of Roman coins, David 
R. Sear 5 “Roman Coins and Their Values Vol. I” (no. 1439). 


The event so celebrated, of course, is the assassination of Julius Caesar 
on the Ides of March (15 March), 44 BC. The man depicted on the obverse, 
Marcus Junius Brutus, was one of the ringleaders of the assassination 
plot, despite being the son of Caesar s longtime mistress, Servilia. In the 
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centuries since, he has been both hailed as a champion of liberty and 
vilified as the most treasonous of traitors. Brutus was born in about 85 
BC, the product of two of Rome's most distinguished families: the Junii, 
represented by his father M. Junius Brutus the Elder, and the Servili, ex- 
emplified by his mother Servilia. The themes of Republican liberty and 
the defeat of tyrants ran strong in Brutus’ bloodlines. One of his distant 
ancestors, L. Junius Brutus, expelled the last Tarquin king of Rome and 
went on to become the Republics first chief magistrate, or Consul; an- 
other ancestor, Servius Ahala, murdered the tyrant Spurius Maelius, who 
had threatened to overthrow the Republic and install himself as king. His 


father had resisted the tyranny of the Dictator Sulla and was murdered on 


the orders of his henchman, Pompey the Great, during the bloody Pro- 
scriptions of 78-77 BC. 
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After entering public life in 58 BC, Brutus became a protégé of the Repub- 
lican firebrand Cato the Younger and later married his daughter, Porcia. 
Although viewed by many as a paragon of the Roman virtues, Brutus was 
anything but kind to non-Romans. As a finance officer (Quaestor) in the 
provinces, Brutus made his fortune by loaning money at the extortionate 
interest rate of 48 percent to provincial cities, then using Roman armies 
to squeeze his debtors dry. When Julius Caesar crossed the Rubicon and 
plunged the Republic into Civil War on 10 January 49 BC, Brutus was 
faced with a dilemma: Should he support his friend (and his mother ’s par- 
amour) Caesar, or back the Republican cause embodied by his benefactor 
Cato, but led by his father’s murderer, Pompey? Despite his hatred for 
Pompey, Brutus chose to side with him and the Republicans, joining them 
in exile in Greece in mid-49 BC. 


After Pompey s defeat at Pharsalus the following year, Brutus sought and 
obtained Caesar's pardon. During the dictatorship, he stood in high fa- 
vor and won many plum positions in the regime, prompting rumors that 
Brutus was actually Caesar § illegitimate son. As Caesar grew ever more 
megalomaniacal, Brutus began to have misgivings about the fate of his 
beloved Republic. When his friend C. Cassius Longinus asked him to join 
a conspiracy against the great dictator, Brutus eagerly accepted and be- 
came one of its ringleaders. On the Ides of March 44 BC, a cabal of sena- 
tors led by Brutus and Cassius surrounded Caesar during a monumental 
session of the Senate, where Caesar was about to announce his plans for 
the invasion of Parthia. In a bloody, frenzied scene reenacted countless 
times since, they stabbed him to death. Caesar s poignant last words were 
delivered in Greek as Brutus delivered the fatal thrust: “Kai su, teknon?” 


(“You too, my child?”’). Shakespeare would later translate this to Latin to 
create the immortal line, “Et tu, Brute?” 


The conspirators expected to be hailed as liberators, but the Roman popu- 
lace was horrified by Caesar 5 murder and wanted the assassins punished. 
Brutus left Rome in April barely ahead of a lynch mob. He joined Cas- 
sius in assembling a pro-Republican power base in Macedonia, where they 
could wage war against Caesar's successors, Marc Antony and Octavian. 
A successful campaign against the Bessi, a Celtic tribe in Thrace, won him 
acclamation as Imperator, after which he began to strike coins to pay his 
growing army. His early coinage follows traditional themes, but his final 
type, the EID MAR issue of mid-42 BC, breaks the old Republican taboo 
by placing his own portrait on the obverse, coupled with the pileus or cap 
of liberty (traditionally given to slaves who had received their freedom) 
between the daggers that executed Caesar. The irony is palpable: One 
of the acts that got Caesar killed was putting his own portrait on coins, 
prompting fears that he aimed to make himself King of Rome. Now Brutus 
was following suit, while celebrating his betrayal of Caesar on the iconic 
reverse. The choice of types could be seen as a final, brazen act of defiance 
as the armies of the warring factions closed for an ultimate clash in north- 
ern Greece. In a final twist of fate, Brutus used the same dagger he had 
plunged into Caesar to take his own life following the final defeat of the as- 
sassins, at the second battle of Philippi on 23 October 42 BC. The relative 
rarity of Eid Mar denarii today is doubtless because the type was deliber- 
ately recalled and melted down by the victors, Marc Antony and Octavian.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 69 BC and succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. She soon faced a succes- 
sion crisis: Her weak-willed younger brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy XIII, was dominated by a circle of courtiers who feared Cleopatra's keen intellect 
and resolute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 48 BC, shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in Alexandria fresh 
from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle of Pharsalus. Ptolemy ordered Pompeys murder, but this only outraged Caesar, who showed up days later 
and occupied the royal palace. Cleopatra had herself wrapped in a carpet and smuggled into Caesar s presence for a meeting. This display of spunk by 
the nubile 20-year-old enchanted the dictator. The two likely became lovers that night, and Caesar s bitter Alexandrine War, which ended in the defeat 
and death of Ptolemy XIII, was fought on her behalf: Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while Cleopatra conceived and bore him a son, Ptolemy XV 
also known as Caesarion (“Little Caesar”). Caesar returned to Rome in 47 BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. She was thus in 
Rome when Caesar was murdered on March 15, 44 BC. Returning to Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the Triumvir Marc Antony at Tarsus in 41 
BC. Once again, a powerful Roman succumbed to Cleopatra ’s charms, and within a year she had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl, and another boy 
a few years later. 


Antony 5 adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his increasing dependence on Cleopatra, and his promise to bestow most of Rome s eastern posses- 
sions upon her and her children, led his partner in power, Octavian, to declare war on them, in 32 BC. Antony fought a lethargic campaign and suffered 
a heavy naval defeat at Actium in September, 31 BC, after which he and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. On Octavian s approach in 30 BC, Antony committed 
suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, utilizing the poisonous bite of the sacred asp. 


This series of coins celebrate Marc Antony $s victory over Armenia, which was used as propaganda to bolster his image back in Rome after failing to defeat 
Parthia. During the Parthian campaign, Antony had enlisted the help of Armenia; however, when it became evident that their side would lose the war, 
King Artavasdes LI fled back to Armenia. Antony viewed this abandonment as a betrayal. While, plotting his revenge on Artavasdes II, he played nice until 
he made it safely out of the Armenian region. In order to enact this revenge, Antony fled to his lover, Cleopatra, and in 37 BC, used the wealth of Egypt to 
depose King Artavasdes LI. This monetary backing became known as the “Donations of Alexandria” and the resulting political fallout of this “donation” 
was swift. Octavian used Antony s entanglement with Egypt, and Cleopatra, as a reason for him to end his own politically tenuous coalition with Antony, 
turning the people against the couple and thereby sealing their fate.

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had a difficult act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of his reign, he did a com- 
mendable job running the vast empire bequeathed to his care. Cautious and frugal, he engaged in no wars of conquest and kept the Empires finances 
in good order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and began handing off duties to his unscrupulous second fiddles, namely the Praetorian Prefect 
Sejanus and his eventual replacement, Macro. The resulting bloodbath among members of his own family, and their Senatorial supporters, tarnished his 
name throughout history. There are reports that, in the end, Tiberius did not die of natural causes. Suetonius, himself, believed rumors that Caligula had 
poisoned, starved, smothered him with a pillow, and then he fell dead. He was deified upon death. 


His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage - unlike the plethora of types employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same simple design for both silver 
denarii and gold aurei for almost the entirety of his reign. This uniformity of type makes it virtually impossible to date any particular aureus or denarius 
more precisely than somewhere within the last two decades of his reign. Hence, virtually any of his coins could have been struck in the same year as the 
momentous event he probably never heard about, the crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between AD 30 and 34. The coin associated most closely 
to Tiberius is the “Tribute Penny,” the silver version of this aureus, as they are mentioned in the Bible.

Born as Gaius Julius Caesar Germanicus in AD 12, he soon became the 
mascot for the army of his father, the popular general Germanicus. Here 
he acquired the nickname “Caligula,” or “Bootikins,” for the miniature 
army boots (called caligae) he wore. When the hated Tiberius finally died 
in May AD 37, the 25-year-old Caligula came to the Roman throne with 
a huge reservoir of public goodwill. But he was uniquely unsuited to the 
task at hand, having no experience in government, finance, or military af- 
fairs. He quickly squandered Tiberius’ carefully hoarded wealth on frivo- 
lous projects, condemned or exiled the most capable men in government, 
and demanded to be worshipped as a god. After three years of misrule he 
was assassinated by a cabal of senators and Praetorian guardsmen led by 
Cassius Chaerea, on 24 January AD 41. Despite being perhaps the worst 
of all Roman emperors, Caligula’ coinage is interesting and attractive.

This gold aureus bears a wonderful portrait of Claudius, fourth emperor 
of the Julio-Claudian dynasty. Son of the great general Drusus, and An- 
tonia, niece of the emperor Augustus, Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed 
well-positioned when he was born in 10 BC. But a serious childhood ill- 
ness left him with a limp, a stammer, and other uncouth qualities that made 
him the black sheep of the Julio-Claudian dynasty. While these problems 
barred him from a political career, such exclusion also granted him im- 
munity from the family s murderous intrigues. Upon Caligula’s assassina- 
tion in January, AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviving Julio-Claudian 
male and, when members of the Praetorian Guard found him cowering 
behind a curtain in the palace, they immediately acclaimed him as Em- 
peror. Claudius astutely awarded the Praetorians a substantial bonus, and 
with 10,000 heavily armed soldiers backing him, he easily forced the Sen- 
ate to accept him as the next princeps. Once installed, Claudius surprised 
everyone by ruling with intelligence and moderation. In AD 43, he ordered 
the invasion and annexation of Britain, the first major addition of territory 
to the Empire since the days of Augustus. He chose provincial governors 
carefully and managed foreign relations with considerable skill. He erred 
only in his obsession with detail, his reliance on freedmen and cronies, and 
his atrocious taste in women. Messalina, his promiscuous third wife, ran 
wild as Empress and nearly brought down his regime with a sex-crazed 
conspiracy in AD 48. His next wife, Agrippina the Younger, used her wiles 
to enhance her own power and advance Nero, her son by a previous mar- 
riage, in the succession arrangements. This done, she fed Claudius a dish 
of poisoned mushrooms in October AD 54, and brought his 13-year reign 
to an end. Despite many missteps and his unsavory demise, Claudius had 
been a fairly successful ruler and his regime set a pattern for the Flavians 
and the reigns that followed. 


This rare issue depicts the triumphal Arch of Claudius, commissioned in AD 
43 and dedicated in AD 51. It was a conversion of one of the arches of the 
Aqua Virgo aqueduct where it crossed the Via Flaminia. The arch no longer 
exists, but a fragment of the inscription is housed in the Capitoline Museum.

Born in Pompeii in AD 30, Poppaea Sabina was known as being as beau- 
tiful as she was ambitious. Before becoming Nero's second wife, she was 
married two times prior: first to Rufrius Crispinus and then to one of 
Nero s good friends and attempted successor, Otho. After Otho introduced 
the emperor to his wife, Nero became infatuated with her, sending Otho 
away to Lusitiana, so that Nero and Poppaea Sabina could engage in 
a long love affair. After Poppaea became pregnant with his child, Nero 
swiftly divorced his first wife, Claudia Octavia, and married Poppaea 12 
days later, in AD 62. Upon the birth of their daughter, Claudia, Nero be- 
stowed the title of “Augusta” to his daughter and wife. Unfortunately, 
their daughter died a few short months later. 


This intriguing coin is believed to be the only official issue to bear the im- 
age of Poppaea Sabina, with her title of “Augusta” along with Nero and 
his title “Augustus.” This coin depicts Nero in the guise of the god, Sol 
and Poppaea Sabina as a goddess. This was a trend that was popularized 
by the Flavians, often depicting the empresses in the guise of Venus.

Among the most famous monuments of antiquity is Rome’ Colosseum, 
also known as the Flavian Amphitheater, named after the dynasty that 
built it. Flavius Vespasianus (AD 69-79), began its construction in AD 71 
on the site of Nero's sumptuous Golden House. It was Rome 5 first perma- 
nent outdoor amphitheater, and it was built on a scale not to be exceeded 
for the next eighteen centuries. Vespasian dedicated the partially com- 
pleted structure in AD 75; however, the final touches, including the top 
tiers of arches and seating, were not completed until June, AD 80, under 
his son and successor Titus. This remarkable coin was issued to mark 
the occasion. The die engraver did an exemplary job depicting the mam- 
moth structure in surprising detail, carefully rendering the exterior tiers of 
arches and the decorative statuary within each arch, as well as the specta- 
tors crowded within. The interior staircases, arched entranceways, and 
the Imperial box are visible. To the right of the central structure stands a 
huge, conical fountain called the Meta Sudans; to the left is a porticoed 
building usually identified as the Baths of Titus, formerly part of Nero’ 
Golden House.

Born in AD 86 as T. Aurelius Fulvius Boionius Antoninus to a wealthy 
family from Nemausus in Gaul. His grandfather and father had each risen 
to Consul, and like them, he entered the Senate at the appropriate age and 
enjoyed a distinguished career. Around AD 120, he married Annia Galeria 
Faustina, an aristocratic lady of Spanish descent with family ties to the 
emperors Trajan and Hadrian. He earned a consulship in AD 130 and 
served as the Proconsul of Asia. Tall, handsome, and widely admired for 
his sober judgment, he soon attracted the attention of Hadrian, who made 
him a close advisor. When Hadrian’ intended successor, Aelius, died 
early in AD 138, the ailing emperor settled on the 52-year-old Antoninus 
as his replacement. Hadrian died on July 10, and Antoninus succeeded 
without serious opposition. Unlike the restless Hadrian, Antoninus never 
left Italy and was content to rule from Rome. Stability and equanimity 
were his watchwords, and his policies kept the Empire on an even keel 
for 24 years. He put no one to death, friend or foe. Only minor flare-ups 
in northern Britain and northern Africa disturbed the general peace. The 
frontiers were maintained and defended, with his decision to build a new 
wall in Britain 90 miles north of the Hadrian's Wall the only instance of 
imperial expansion. He carefully groomed Marcus Aurelius as his succes- 
sor but neglected to provide him with any military training. In fact, the 
mild, civilian character of his reign may have unwittingly allowed storm 
clouds to gather and strengthen both within and beyond the frontiers. Nev- 
ertheless, later generations viewed Antoninus as the perfect emperor, and 
the tranquility of his reign took on the sheen of a lost golden age.

Originally given the name Marcus Annius Verus, the future Marcus Au- 
relius was born in AD 121 into a patrician family of Spanish origin. At 
an early age, Marcus earned the patronage of the emperor Hadrian and 
was formally schooled at the Imperial court. At the age of 17, Marcus was 
adopted by Antoninus Pius, along with Lucius Verus; it is widely assumed 
that Antoninus was following Hadrian s wishes that both young men even- 
tually succeed to the throne. After Hadrian's death, Antoninus kept young 
Lucius in the background while he showed Marcus every preferment.

Annia Galeria Faustina the Younger was born in about AD 129 to Antoni- 
nus Pius and his wife, Faustina the Elder. When Antoninus was adopted 
by Hadrian as his successor in AD 138, the emperor arranged for her 
betrothal to Lucius Verus, also about eight and the son of Aelius, who had 
died the same year. When Antoninus inherited the throne, he broke the 
engagement and instead betrothed her to his nephew (and adoptive son) 
Marcus Aurelius. They were wed in AD 145 to great rejoicing and went 
on to produce at least 13 children, of which only three or four survived to 
adulthood, among them the future emperor Commodus. Faustina seems 
to have been a free, fun-loving spirit in the mold of her mother, which 
earned the disapproval of staid Roman historians. Marcus Aurelius, af- 
ter he became emperor in AD 161, spent long years on campaign, which 
must have strained the relationship. Faustina accompanied him on some 
of these and was given the honorific title “Mater Castrorum,” or “Mother 
of the Camp.” Nevertheless, there were rumors of adulteries with soldiers, 
sailors and gladiators, which do not seem to have altered her husbands 
devotion to her. More serious are allegations that she had some part in 
the abortive rebellion of the eastern general Avidius Cassius, in AD 175. 
Whatever the truth, she died soon thereafter, either of illness or as the re- 
sult of an accident. Reputation or no, Marcus grieved greatly and ordered 
her deification. The lifetime coinage of Faustina started at the time of her 
marriage and continued over 30 years, showing her from a fresh-faced 
princess to a mature matron, and providing a pageant of Roman feminine 
hairstyles over that span.

The second of six daughters born to Marcus Aurelius and Faustina Junior, 
Lucilla grew up as an imperial princess, with the strange mix of power 
and helplessness such a position entailed in ancient Rome. In AD 161, 
at the age of 12, she was betrothed to Lucius Verus, who was her father s 
adoptive brother and co-emperor. The marriage took place three years 
later in Ephesus, while Lucius was on campaign against the Parthians in 
the East. Although Lucius had a wandering eye and Lucilla was no model 
of fidelity, the marriage endured until his sudden death from a stroke in 
AD 169. Much against her wishes, her father then married her off to a 
distinguished elderly senator, Tiberius Claudius Pompienus. Although her 
husband was one of the most powerful men in government, Lucilla was 
no longer Augusta, or empress, a situation she found increasingly intoler- 
able. The death of Marcus and the accession of her brother Commodus, in 
AD 180, made matters worse, since she frequently quarreled with him and 
envied his wife, Crispina, who now held the title of Augusta. In AD 182, 
she entered into a plot with one of her lovers to do away with Commodus. 
But the assassin hesitated after drawing the knife and was wrestled to the 
ground before he could strike. When Lucilla 8 role in the plot was exposed, 
she was arrested and exiled to the island of Capri. Her death, either by 
starvation or execution, came shortly thereafter.

This aureus presents us with a splendid image of one of Rome’ most dissolute rulers, Commodus, who is credited by Edward Gibbon with nearly single- 
handedly instigating the Fall of the Roman Empire. He was not alone in this assessment: The Roman historian Dio Cassius said the accession of Com- 
modus marked the Empire s descent “from a kingdom of gold to one of iron and rust.” Certainly other factors were at work, but Commodus’ own personal 
qualities, a strange mixture of indolence and megalomania, played a crucial role in this decline. The polar opposite of Marcus Aurelius, his reserved, 
dutiful father, Commodus indulged his every whim while leaving the administration of Rome to a succession of corrupt favorites. After the execution of his 
last such vizier in AD 190, he lost all sense of control and launched a nonstop display of self-indulgence which all but bankrupted the Empire. His assas- 
sination on New Years Day, AD 192 opened a Pandora’s Box of civil war from which the Empire never fully recovered. Nevertheless, Roman art reached 
an astounding peak during this era, as witnessed by the many baroque portraits of Commodus and his often beautiful coinage, such as this example.

Born about AD 214 on the Danube frontier, Marcus Aurelius Valerius 
Claudius followed the military career adopted by so many of his country- 
men and rose to high command in the reign of Gallienus (AD 253-268). 
During the siege of Milan in mid-AD 268, Gallienus was assassinated and 
Claudius acclaimed emperor in his place by his fellow officers. The Senate 
approved Claudius’ elevation, but the all-important soldiers proved res- 
tive, as Gallienus had treated them well. Claudius was forced to buy them 
off with a massive bribe of 10 gold aurei apiece. The highest officers likely 
received payment in the form of gigantic gold medallions of 8 aurei struck 
at the mint of Milan. These were the largest Roman gold pieces struck to 
that point, and the reverse made a plea for “harmony in the army” (CON- 
CORDIA EXERCITVS). Once seated in power, Claudius went on to have 
a brief but momentous reign that proved a turning point in history. In AD 
270, he won an annihilating victory over the Goths at Naissus. Claudius 
was hailed as the savior of his nation and the Senate voted him the title 
of Gothicus, by which he is still known. But Claudius never lived to enjoy 
his triumph, for he contracted the plague and died in the summer of AD 
270. He was immediately deified and greatly mourned. Despite reigning 
less than two years, he was so fondly remembered that more than 35 years 
later, Constantine the Great claimed a family connection to him and struck 
coins in his honor.

Like Alexander the Great and Julius Caesar, Constantine the Great pro- 
foundly transformed the world during his 31 years of rule. By embracing 
Christianity, he gave the Roman world a new faith which provided the 
foundations for the medieval and modern worlds. By moving the capital 
of the Empire from Rome to Constantinople, he established the ground- 
work for the Byzantine millennium that followed. His abilities as a mili- 
tary leader and administrator solidified the fourth century Roman revival. 
Among his many reforms was an overhaul of Roman gold coinage, under- 
taken circa AD 316-317. The venerable gold aureus, which had seen its 
weight fluctuate wildly over the past century, was replaced by a new coin 
called the solidus, fixed at 1/72nd of a Roman pound.

Late in AD 359, Constantius II ordered Julian II to send a third of his 
army to the Eastern front to help fight the Persians. Instead, Julians le- 
gions revolted and proclaimed him Augustus. Constantius’ timely death in 
AD 361 avoided a full-scale civil war. Now, sole emperor, Julian brought 
his reform-minded administration to Constantinople and tried to strip the 
Christian church of its privileged position while restoring Paganism to 
official favor. He ran into stiff resistance and even ridicule at all levels, 
to which his touchy personality responded poorly. Perhaps seeking to 
get away from his domestic troubles, he embarked on a massive invasion 
of Persia in AD 363. At first victorious, his army soon suffered Persian 
scorched earth tactics and found itself surrounded, without resupply, deep 
in the Iranian desert. Julian rode out with his vanguard to repel an at- 
tack and fell mortally wounded from a spear thrown by a Persian or a 
disgruntled Christian in his own army. Like his hero Alexander the Great, 
he died without naming a successor. The army chose Jovian, a Christian, 
as his replacement, abruptly ending the brief Pagan restoration. Despite 
his unfulfilled legacy, Julians restless intelligence and manifold abilities 
make him one of the most dynamic characters of Late Antiquity, one whose 
like would not be seen again until the Renaissance.

Vienna had long been a wishful acquisition of the Ottoman Empire for its strategic location along various European trade routes, their first attempted 
capture of the city taking place in 1529 with a failed two-week siege. In 1683, Ottoman forces made a second attempt, placing the city under siege for two 
months. The siege would culminate in the Battle of Vienna on 12th September of that year, a disastrous failure for the Ottoman Empire, and Vienna would 
ultimately remain in the hands of the Holy Roman Empire.

A celebrated Chilean rarity which draws 
the attention of advanced collectors whenever offered. With a handful 
of examples auctioned in the last couple of decades, this piece is one of 
the mere 5 graded by either NGC or PCGS, the finest being the Lissner 
example which graded MS61. A representative of the first type of silver 
pieces ever minted in Chile, this iconic Pillar issue was short-lived and 
struck in exceedingly lower quantities than its colonial counterparts in 
Mexico, Peru, or Bolivia. The Spanish colonial precious metal extraction/ 
minting ratio depended on the local availability. That is, in places where 
gold was abundant, little silver was struck; where silver was predominant, 
the gold survivors are less available. Places such as Santiago and Popayan 
provided the Spanish Empire with an abundance of gold, while the Cerro 
Rico of Potosi and several Mexican localities enriched the Spaniards in 
silver. On top of the natural scarcity of Chilean colonial silver, this piece 
abounds in crispness across the well-centered and sharply struck flan, with 
trace luster and a light tone despite the grade qualifier. A highlight of any 
Spanish colonial coin cabinet.

With 
examples bearing the ST assayer initials auctioned far more frequently, 
three times since Eliasberg, this makes for a rare opportunity for collectors 
and will doubtlessly by met with strong bidder enthusiasm.

30134 Victoria Proof “Gothic” Crown 1847 PR64 Cameo NGC, 
S-3883, ESC-2578a (R2). Plain edge. N over inverted N in UNITA va- 
riety. Struck in pure silver. A stunning rendition of this rare subvariety, 
distinguished by the pure silver planchet and plain edge. Of the surpris- 
ingly few we’ve seen in recent years compared to the numerous standard 
UNDECIMO types, this remains among the finest, bested only by the 
PR65 that crossed the six-figure mark in May of 2022. On offer here is a 
fine mix of visual and conditional superiority, the cornflower blue canvas 
largely devoid of significant imperfection hosting the frosted “Gothic” 
bust of Victoria. The reverse design carries a polychromatic reflectivity 
throughout, notably elevating the raised devices that contribute to the ad- 
vanced conditional superlative.

And 
while we handle 1847-dated issues with regularity, almost never do we 
have the opportunity to offer those bearing the MDCCCLIII (1853) in- 
scription, with only three others in our auctions in the last decade. Despite 
its conditional qualifier noted on the outer rim, the crispness of the devices 
and pervasive peach-tinged slate patina elevate its visual quality that will 
doubtlessly contribute to advanced consideration.

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Outstanding Rarity of the British Sovereign Series 


30138 Victoria gold ‘827’ Sovereign 1863 AU50 PCGS, KM734.1, S-3852F, Marsh-46A (R6). No die number below the shield on reverse. Arguably 
one of the ‘Holy Grail’ coins for many an aspiring Sovereign collector, and a variety that is often the last missing piece even from the most advanced 
cabinets. Admitting balanced wear from circulation, the present example faces up with readily legible ‘827’ in the truncation and a uniform expression of 
struck detail on both facets. A touch of siltiness can be noted in the crevices and a twinkle of original luster teems in the obverse legends, highlighted with 
soft blushes of amber toning. Making its first auction debut after having been privately purchased from the Royal Mint years ago, the present offering is 
one of only four examples of the ‘first variety’ in the PCGS graded census, and is currently surpassed by a single piece. 


Two versions of the ‘827’ Sovereign are recorded, this coin referred to as the ‘first variety’ for the distinct lack of die number 22 below the shield on re- 
verse, seen on the ‘second variety’. It took almost a century for the ‘827’ Sovereign to be discovered, first identified when just one example of the ‘second 
variety’ was found in the Hatton Hoard of gold found in October 1954 in Derbyshire, UK. This initial coin subsequently ended up in the British Museum 
Collection. The first variety has been listed as excessively rare (R6) in the Marsh book since 1980, and precious few more have appeared on the market 
since the turn of the millennium. 


Much numismatic speculation over the significance of the ‘827’ has ensued over the years, and the current understanding seems to lean towards the 
conclusion that it denotes a specific gold ingot that all of these ‘827’ Sovereigns were minted from. According to an investigative article in the Spink 
Numismatic Circular of October 1977 by Royal Mint Curator G. P. Dyer, in November 1863 the Mint received a shipment of gold ingots from the Bank 
of England that proved to be unfit for coinage due to their brittle characteristics. Following experiments conducted at the Mint, a Memorandum was is- 
sued that proved “beyond cavil” that that the cause of brittleness was not the quality of copper used for alloying the gold but the presence in the gold of 
“pernicious metals of various kinds”. Per the Memorandum the brittle gold ingots were produced from a particular batch of scissel and scrap gold by 
Rothschild’ refinery. It is known that experiments were run on two Rothschild s 200-ounce ingots with control numbers of 816 and 830 and it is possible, 
but not fully verified, that 827 was another of these ingots from the same batch. Whether this is indeed the case or not, the Royal Mint produced ‘827’ 
coins that were promptly bagged and released to circulation, much in the same way as the somewhat lesser rare 1859 ‘Ansell’ Sovereigns, and the story 
of the experiments was soon forgotten to men until rediscovered by the enthusiastic numismatic community 100 years later.

A 
particularly tough emission from Victoria’s prolific gold series and only 
the second such example we’ve yet handled. Pleasingly deep mirrors punc- 
tuate the golden expanses, and while not the finest of this rare subvariety, 
the desirability remains undiminished, benefitting from a confident Proof 
designation elevated by the addition of a deserving “Cameo” superlative. 
Though sometimes considered a Pattern, the exact reasons for the omis- 
sion of Pistrucci’s initials from the reverse have long been uncertain, with 
an example listed in Spink’s fixed price list presented in the Numismatic 
Circular in June 1897 simply stating “without the artist’s initials having 
been struck before the dies were finally hardened” (pg. 2273). The fact 
that full Proof sets are known (see Sotheby’s May 1906 sale of the C.E.G. 
Mackerell Collection, lot 294 and St. James’s December 2010 Auction 16, 
lot 193), however, seems to suggest a purpose beyond a mere die concept. 
Regardless, an issue sure to pique the interests of even the most seasoned 
collectors of large British gold.

The Castle Comer colliery was managed by Anne, Countess 
of Ormonde, patron of the nearby village of Castle Comer, where she leased the operation of the local coal mines to entrepreneurs. Manville writes that, in 
1855, it was reported: “about forty years ago Anne, not wishing to lose by the depreciated value of Spanish Dollars, of which she had at that time a large 
number, caused all she had to be stamped with the legend, “Castle Comer Colliery, 5 shillings and five Pence.’ Coals to that amount being given for them 
at the pits, Kilkenny traders used to take them in exchange for their commodities, knowing that they could give them afterwards to Colliers in payment for 
coals”. Very few of these countermarked coins survived our days, most of them showing a broken punch where the word “Castle” was mostly flat on the 
stamps. The present offering bears a bold stamp, with all nuances matching the early die of Type I plated in Manville, with fully engraved legends all dressed 
in an old tone. The sole piece graded by NGC and likely one of the finest in existence. A seldom opportunity to acquire such an elusive, early Irish issue.

Regardless if this is a valid 
assumption or not, an intriguing offering, and our research has not located 
any previous sales records since we last sold this very coin in 2014. 


Throughout his reign, Christian V spent a lot of time on physical displays 
and parties. He participated as a fiery cavalry officer during the Scanian 
War, but was devoid of tactical leadership skills. His riding skills, as de- 
picted on this coin, came into their own during the long trip to Norway in 
1685. His sporting activities eventually became his demise when he was 
injured during a deer-hunt, never regained his prowess and died the fol- 
lowing year of the accident in 1699 aged 53.

We note an uncerti- 
fied, described as ‘almost uncirculated’ piece of seemingly lesser visual 
appeal was sold in May 2022 for approximately $68,500, whereas Fried- 
berg makes reference to another piece - that the current cataloger has not 
sighted - which was sold in 2007 for approximately $27,000. The first 
occurrence of this type we have had the pleasure of handling, and we 
anticipate fervent bidding activity from discerning collectors. 


Brekke asserts that “numismatically, the period of Christian V was the 
culmination of the Danish-Norwegian series”, further adding that the un- 
paralleled variety adds to the intrigue of his coinage and has been targeted 
by several of the greatest specialized collections.

According to 
Norges Mynter, in 1665, businessmen in Christiana petitioned the king to 
authorize the minting of a small amount of gold coinage, where 150 Duc- 
ats worth were struck. This trend of small and unsuccessful mintages of 
gold coins continued through Christian V's reign, and any piece from this 
era endures especially coveted by the Norwegian collector.

The ‘transitional’ era of Greek numismatic art is perfectly 
exemplified by the dies of this Syracusan tetradrachm, which 
displays a blend of Archaic and Classical artistic conventions. 
The obverse image of a charioteer driving his quadriga to right 
retains some Archaic elements, notably the rather stiff pose of the 
charioteer and the slow, stately gate of the horses; the reverse 
head of Arethusa, on the other hand, exhibits the cool classicism 
of contemporary Athenian art, as seen on the famous Parthenon 


frieze. The added touch of the maeander pattern (or “Greek key”) 


adorning the snood-like saccos containing Arethusa’s hair shows 
the precise, mathematical precision of a true master engraver.

The Chalcidice is a three-fingered area of land extending from 
eastern Macedon into the Aegean Sea. Wary of Athenian imperi- 
alism and the rising power of the Macedonian Kingdom, the free 
cities of the Chalcidice banded together in ca. 432 BC to form a 
defensive coalition called the Chalcidian League, with its capital 
of Olynthus. The silver coinage struck at Olynthus was on the 
Macedonian standard, somewhat lighter than the Attic standard 
employed by most of Greece, and was legal tender at all cities 
belonging to the league. The standard design featured a head of 
Apollo, god of beauty, art and music, with a type of lyre called 
a cithara on the reverse. The head of Apollo on these pieces are 
remarkable for the strength and beauty of their style. Sadly, the 
Chalcidian League's coinage came to an end with the capture and 
destruction of Olynthus by King Philip I of Macedon in ca. 348 BC.

Cyzicus was an important city on the northwestern coast of 
Anatolia, well positioned to take advantage of trade across and 
through the Sea of Marmara. Its coinage was in more or less con- 
tinuous production from about 550 BC to circa AD 630, a nearly 
1,200 year span unmatched by any other ancient mint. The tunny 
(tuna) fish was the symbol of Cyzicus from mid-6th century BC, 
when the city began striking electrum staters and fractions that 
circulated so widely the generic term for a stater became a cyzi- 
cenus. The fishing trade was critical to the economy of Cyzicus 
and it is likely the tunny fish became a form of pre-coinage 
currency, which carried over to become a mint symbol after the 
invention of coinage in nearby Lydia.

The adventures of mighty Hercules can be found on coinage 
throughout the ancient world, including the staters minted on 
the Greek island of Cyzicus. The epic story of Jason and the 
Argonauts tells of the ship of heroes landing on the island of 
Cyzicus where they were welcomed warmly by the king, Cyzicus. 
After their ship mistakenly returned and was believed to be an 
enemy invader, a battle ensued resulting in the death of the king 
who was slain by either Jason or Hercules. This type, with a 
handsome portrait of Hercules above the island’s mint symbol, is 
a delightful example of the merging of myth, history, and culture 
in the form of coinage.

According to Pausanias, Attis had godlike beauty and 
was betrothed to the king of Pessinos’ daughter. During the 
wedding ceremony, a jealous Cybele appeared which caused 
Attis to go mad, wherein he cut off his own genitals, prefiguring 
the devotees of Cybele, the korybantes.

While the sequence of issues for the earliest electrum coinage 
is still imperfectly understood, recent discoveries have begun 
to clarify the picture. It is now evident that the first “coins” 
were pre-weighed electrum globules of no particular design 
but conforming to the weight standard prevalent in Ionia and 
Lydia, a “stater” of about 14 grams and its fractions. Next came 
pieces bearing simple punch patterns on the “reverse,” but with 
a blank or rudimentary “obverse,” as seen here. These were fol- 
lowed quickly by pieces displaying a series of parallel striations, 
the first example of something that could be termed an obverse 
“type.” Thus this “typeless trite” issue is among the very first 
coins struck by any culture.

Spithridates was one of the Persian commanders at the battle 
of the River Granicus, the first engagement after Alexander the 
Great's invasion of Asia. Spithridates was killed in this battle, as 
he was poised to strike down Alexander himself: The Spithridates 
coins have always been interpreted as money minted to pay 
Spithridates’ army when he defended Western Asia Minor against 
Alexander. The Lampsacene reverse (Pegasus rather than a 
horse) might point instead to a date in early spring 334 BC, when 
or shortly before Alexander crossed the Hellespont.

The confusion around the reign of Diodotus I, including his 
coinage, mirrors a greater lack of understanding of the events 
of central Asia during the middle decades of the 3rd century 
BC. The Seleucid king Antiochus II, in whose name this coin 
was minted, was primarily concerned with his possessions in 
the Levant and Asia Minor, and he neglected the eastern satra- 
pies - Parthia, Aria, Bactria, etc. His death in 246 BC triggered 
the Third Syrian War, in which the Seleucids suffered a massive 
defeat to Ptolemaic Egypt, losing Palestine and many thousands 
of men. The war meant that Seleucid armies were occupied with 
western affairs for five years, and ambitious Greek satraps in 
the East saw their chance to throw off Seleucid domination. The 
Parthian satrap Andragoras revolted against the Seleucids in 246 
BC, minting his own coinage with his name and governing inde- 
pendently until he himself was killed and his territory conquered 
by the Parni, who later conquered all of Seleucid Persia as “the 
Parthians.” The chronology of Diodotus is more complicated and 
the facts are murkier. While Andragoras certainly intended his 
revolt to mean complete independence from the start, Diodotus 
likely fashioned himself early on as a kind of semi-independent 
governor that nevertheless was still in the Seleucid sphere. He 
was probably appointed satrap of Bactria in the mid-250s BC, 
and due to the far-flung nature of his province, was able to 
exert a certain level of independence, which included striking 


coins such as this piece with his own portrait but the name of 


Antiochus. It is likely, but not certain, that like Andragoras, 
Diodotus used the utter Seleucid defeat in Syria and Palestine 
to assert full independence, and perhaps the outbreak of the 
war with the Ptolemies was the moment that Diodotus’ coinage 
abandoned the name of the now-dead Seleucid king Antiochus I 
in favor of his own. Thus, though the period provides uncertainty, 
this issue was likely struck while Diodotus was satrap but before 
the Third Syrian War, since it does not bear his name, placing 
this coin ca. 255-246 BC.

In the myth of the founding of Rome, Aeneas was the child of Venus 
and Anchises. With the fall of Troy, Aeneas, a Trojan warrior, was 
ordered by the gods to flee with a group of people including his 
father and son, Iulus. After Aeneas’ own “Odyssey” through the 
Mediterranean, he landed in Italia, and his legacy would become 
the founding of Rome and his descendants would be Romulus 
and Remus. With this coins imagery, Julius Caesar refers to the 
mythical founding of Rome and was used to link Julius Caesar's 
lineage to Iulus, then Aeneas, and finally to Venus. Caesar also 
used the obverse of this coin to lay claim to the goddess Venus 
over his opponent of the time, Pompey the Great. The reverse 
refers to the moment Aeneas fled Troy, carrying his father to 
safety with him. This story was later immortalized in Virgil’s 
Aenead, under the auspices of Augustus, who used this story to 
link himself by extension of his adoption by Julius Caesar to the 
founding of Rome.

Aulus Hirtius was a key supporter of Caesar, who might have 
ended up as Caesar's successor in power had events taken a dif- 
ferent turn. An experienced soldier, he served as one of Caesar's 
legates in Gaul from about 54 BC and was an envoy to Pompey 
in 50 BC. He served Caesar loyally during the Civil War against 
Pompey and his successors in 48-45 BC. Hirtius was appointed 
as Caesar’s mintmaster in Rome in 46 BC, and it was then that he 
struck the first truly large issue of gold aurei from the spoils of 
Caesar’s campaigns. These aurei, which bear a rather enigmatic 
veiled female head on the obverse, were used to pay Caesar's 
soldiers after the great triumphal parade. After Caesar's assassi- 
nation, Hirtius initially supported Marc Antony but, after taking 
over as Consul in 43 BC, he raised an army against Antony 
at the instigation of Cicero and Octavian. His army defeated 
Antony at Mutina in April of 43 BC, but Hirtius was killed in the 
fighting; his consular colleague Pansa died days later, leaving 
Octavian and Antony masters of Rome. Modern historians owe 
Hirtius a debt of gratitude for preserving and editing Caesar’s 
Commentaries on the Gallic and Civil Wars.

L. Munatius Plancus was one of the few Roman aristocrats who 
managed to navigate the transition from Republic to Empire with 
his life, career and fortune intact. An officer in Caesar’s army 
during his conquest of Gaul and the civil war against Pompey, 
Plancus was rewarded with the important office of Urban 
Praefect in 45 BC, during which term he struck both gold aurei 
and quinarii. He was Proconsul of Gallia Comata when Caesar 
was assassinated in 44 BC, and spent the next several years 
adroitly shifting allegiances from the pro-Senatorial faction led 
by Cicero, to Marc Antony, and to the Triumvirate, and finally to 
Octavian, the ultimate victor. In 27 BC, he made the formal pro- 
posal that the Senate grant Octavian the unprecedented title of 
Augustus, by which he is known to history. As a reward, Augustus 
named him to the prestigious office of Censor in 22 BC. The huge 
circular tomb of Plancus still stands on a hill in Gaeta, about 20 
miles from Rome.

This series of coins containing the “DICT PERPETVO”, or 
Dictator in Perpetuity, in conjunction with his lifetime portrait, is 
considered by historians as the coins that killed Caesar.

The son of Augustus’ wife Livia by her previous marriage to 
a member of the aristocratic Claudian family, Tiberius 
Claudius Nero was born in 42 BC in the waning days of the 
Roman Republic. His path to supreme power was too circu- 
itous to relate here, but upon the death of Augustus in AD 14, 
Tiberius was a weary 54-year-old who didn’t truly want the 
job of emperor anymore. Nevertheless, Tiberius’ first years as 
emperor went fairly smoothly, marred only by the death of the 
popular Germanicus in AD 19. Still, Tiberius longed to leave the 
hubbub of Rome behind. He attempted to retire in stages, giving 
more and more power to his unscrupulous Praetorian Prefect 
Sejanus, who plotted the arrests and murders of nearly the whole 
Julio-Claudian family. Heartsick and tired of intrigues, Tiberius 
retired permanently to the luxurious island retreat of Capri in 
AD 27, allowing Sejanus to run wild and destroy himself by over- 
reaching. Tiberius died embittered and unloved in AD 37, leaving 
the succession to his deranged nephew Gaius ‘Caligula,’ perhaps 
as a cruel joke on the Roman people. It is unlikely he ever knew 
about the most momentous event of his reign, the ministry and 
crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judea. Like Tiberius himself, his 
coinage was intensely conservative, with only a single precious 
metal type in use for almost the entirety of his 23-year reign. The 
reverse is commonly thought to depict his mother Livia in the 
guise of the goddess Pax, holding an olive branch and scepter.

According to contemporary Roman authors, Caligula’s tenure 
as Roman emperor was an abject failure; after displaying initial 
promise and popularity, he descended into madness, self-indul- 
gence, and violence. Referring to himself as Jupiter or the New Sun 
God on official public documents, he named his horse a consul and 
declared war on the sea, forcing troops to stab the Mediterranean 
with their spears. He was said to kill for the fun of it and once 
ordered an entire section of the audience to be fed to the beasts 
for his own excitement. Caligula was assassinated in AD 4] at 
the age of 28, falling well short of the Roman people's early high 
expectations for him. The lofty expectations Romans initially had 
for Caligula’s reign were largely based in the achievements and 
mystique of his father Germanicus, a titan of the Julio-Claudian 
age beloved for decades after his death. 


Germanicus was fortunate to be connected by blood or marriage 
to nearly all the important imperial figures of his age: his grand- 
parents included Livia, the first empress, Mark Antony, Caesar's 
most trusted lieutenant, and Augustus’ sister Octavia. He was also 
the nephew of the second emperor Tiberius, and if that was not 
enough, he married Agrippina, daughter of Augustus’ right-hand 
man Marcus Agrippa and granddaughter of Augustus himself. With 
such a pedigree and enormous inherited wealth, Germanicus could 
have enjoyed a life of leisure and hedonism, but he was a bold spirit 
and pursued life with an uncommon vigor and tenacity, becom- 
ing one of Rome’s most celebrated and successful commanders. 
After displaying impressive success serving in Illyria, Augustus 
promoted Germanicus, only 28 years of age, to commander of all 
forces on the German frontier, Rome’s most important border. 
For four years, Germanicus achieved victory after victory in an 
Alexander or Napoleon-like fashion, establishing his legacy as 
perhaps the greatest Roman general of the Imperial age. Only 
four years before, three Roman legions had been wiped out in the 
Teutoburg Forest by the Germanic chieftain Arminius. Germanicus 
soundly defeated him in battle, as Tacitus writes that “the enemy 
were slaughtered from the fifth hour of daylight to nightfall, and for 
ten miles the ground was littered with corpses and weapons.” The 
Roman armies were even able to reconquer one of the lost legion- 
ary eagles from Teutoburg, and the men returned to the site to bury 
their former comrades bones, which had remained strewn about 
the battlefield. Germanicus was beloved by his men; he often paid 
the soldiers bonuses out of his own enormous personal wealth, and 
took great care for his troops’ well-being. 


His ever-jealous uncle Tiberius, surrounded by conniving advisors 
in Rome, ordered his recall and eventually dispatched him to the 
East, where he enjoyed still more success and popularity. In 19 AD, 
at the age of 33, Germanicus died in the Syrian port of Seleucia. 
Many, including Germanicus himself, believed he had been poi- 
soned either on the order of Tiberius or by the governor of Syria 
Calpernius Piso, a bitter enemy. In death, Germanicus was revered 
and worshipped as a great conqueror and benevolent leader. His 
beloved wife Agrippina, heartbroken over her husband’s death, 
worked tirelessly to keep the case of his death alive and used her 
imperial connections to finally bring governor Piso before the 
Senate in a murder trial. Germanicus’ great popularity and some 
potential remorse from Tiberius essentially condemned Piso, who 
committed suicide during the trial, though the was much gossip 
that Tiberius had murdered Piso to prevent him from disclosing 
Tiberius’ own involvement in the murder. 


Owing to Germanicus’ stellar reputation, Caligula sought to asso- 
ciate himself with his dead father throughout his reign. This coin 
bears not only portraits of the father and son pair, but also the 
legend P C CAES for Germanicus, meaning “father of Caius 
(Caligula) Caesar,” in order to make sure that people made the 
connection between the heroic conqueror and his son.

The son of the great general Drusus and Antonia, niece of 
Augustus, Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed well-positioned 
for greatness when he was born at Lugdunum, Gaul in 10 BC. 
But a serious childhood illness left him with a limp, a stammer, 
and other uncouth qualities that made him the black sheep of the 
Julio-Claudian dynasty. While these problems barred him from a 
political career, such exclusion also granted him immunity from 
the family’s murderous intrigues and he managed to survive the 
bloody reigns of his uncle Tiberius and nephew Caligula while 
most of his relations perished. Upon Caligula’s assassination in 
January, AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviving Julio-Claudian 
male and, when members of the Praetorian Guard found him 
cowering behind a curtain in the palace, they acclaimed him 
as emperor. Claudius astutely awarded the Praetorians a sub- 
stantial bonus, and with 10,000 heavily armed soldiers backing 
him, he easily forced the Senate to accept him. Once installed in 
power, Claudius surprised everyone by ruling with intelligence 
and moderation. In AD 43, he ordered the invasion and annexa- 
tion of Britain, the first major addition of territory to the Empire 
since the days of Augustus. He chose provincial governors care- 
fully and managed foreign relations with considerable skill. The 
unusual personification of Constantia (steadiness, courage, 
steadfastness) on the reverse of this beautiful gold aureus was 
first used on Claudius’ first gold coinage in AD 41 and revived in 
several subsequent years. It no doubt contrasts his even-handed 
rule with the capriciousness of his predecessor Caligula.

Sear Millennium 1962 describes this arch as ‘one decreed by 
the Senate in AD 58 to commemorate the Eastern victory of Cn. 
Domitius Corbulo and located on Capitoline Hill, but its exact 
site is uncertain’. Unfortunately, this arch no longer exists. Nero 
had him executed because he felt threatened by the general's 
great popularity, and the fear that this act caused within the mili- 
tary leadership contributed to their disaffection with the regime 
and eventual revolt.

Born in AD 32 to a nouveau riche family, Marcus Salvius Otho 
grew up as a pampered playboy with a taste for the finer things 
in life. He had a peculiar abhorrence for bodily hair and depil- 
ated every part of his body, including his head; to cover his 
baldness, he then wore a carefully made wig, clearly visible 
in this outstanding coin portrait. When Nero’s regime col- 
lapsed in mid AD 68, Otho was governor of Lusitania and one 
of Galba’s earliest supporters. He fully expected to be named the 
old man’s heir apparent. Instead, Galba chose a young aristo- 
crat of better breeding, and the furious Otho began plotting his 
removal. Playing on Galba’s stingy reputation, he bribed the 
Praetorian Guards to murder Galba on January 15, AD 69, after 
which the Senate reluctantly confirmed Otho as emperor. But he 
immediately faced another rebellion, this time by Vitellius, the 
governor of lower Germany, whose sizeable army marched on 
Italy. Otho and the Praetorian Guard hurried north to hold the 
line at the River Po. The sharp clash at Cremona in northern 
Italy went decisively against him. Again, his generals urged him 
to keep fighting, but he decided to spare Rome further bloodshed. 
Retiring to his room with a dagger, he stabbed himself in the 
heart, the morning of April 16 or 17, AD 69. His noble end gained 
him a respect that had eluded him in life.

The famous reverse legend IVDAEA CAPTA refers to the triumph 
of Vespasian’s son Titus over the Jewish rebels and the destruc- 
tion of the Second Temple in Jerusalem the prior year. Six 
hundred years earlier, the Babylonian king Nebuchadnezzar II 
and his conquering army had destroyed the Temple of Jerusalem, 
carrying away the Jewish people as slaves back to Babylon. 
The Romans chose to leave the subjugated Jewish population in 
place, a mistake that would come back to haunt them in the Bar 
Kokhba Revolt 60 years later. But if not steal the Jewish popula- 
tion as the Babylonians had done, what did the Romans loot from 
Judaea as spoils of war? 


Though the Romans had been enraged by the insubordination of 


the Jews, they held a certain respect for the ancient nature of the 
Jewish religion and its institutions, part of the reason that Roman 
authorities permitted Judaism while persecuting newer “cults” 
like Christianity. When the triumphant army of Titus descended 
upon the city in August AD 70, they fixated on the Temple, the 
center of the Jewish faith and therefore of the revolt against 
Rome. Before destroying the structure, the Roman legionaries 
looted the sacred relics of the Temple, including the Table of the 
Sacred Bread, a table of solid gold that held various food and 
drink that was a type of permanent offering to God. But the great- 
est prize of all was the gold menorah, which was paraded through 
the streets of Rome along with the aforementioned Table and the 
sacred trumpets during Titus’ triumph. The whole scene, includ- 
ing the menorah, is featured prominently on the Arch of Titus, 
which still stands today in Rome.

Lucius Aelius began life as Lucius Ceionius Commodus, son 
of a distinguished senator and consul. Handsome and affable, 
Lucius attracted the attention of the Emperor Hadrian, who by 
the mid AD 130s was aging rapidly and searching for a suitable 
successor. In AD 136, Hadrian formally adopted Aelius as heir 
apparent. Historians have long speculated as to why Hadrian 
chose the seemingly unimpressive Aelius, however, the young 
man may well have been far more competent than chroniclers of 
the time allowed. In any case, his elevation was duly celebrated 
with games and coinage bearing the portrait and titles of Aelius. 
He left for Pannonia in AD 137 to gain administrative experience; 
however, the climate was hard on his already frail constitution, 
and he returned to Rome in the winter having contracted tuber- 
culosis. He fell seriously ill on New Year's Eve and died early on 
January 1, AD 138, prompting Hadrian to remark that he had 
“leaned against a tottering wall.” Aelius’s son, Lucius Verus, 
eventually became co-emperor with Marcus Aurelius.

Only two years into Antoninus’ reign, his wife Faustina died of an 
unknown illness. The grief-stricken Antoninus secured her deifi- 
cation and issued an immense coinage in her name, the largest for 
any Roman woman to that point. While the staid Roman historians 
of later eras criticized her lack of “gravitas,” Antoninus was 
devoted to her and the cult he established in her name became 
exceedingly popular, particularly with women. Her temple was 
later also consecrated to Divus Antoninus upon his death and 
deification, and is one of the few Roman structures that survives 
more or less intact in the Forum today. This elegant aureus is a 
rare variant that depicts a beautifully modeled figure of Fortuna, 
goddess of good fortune, holding both a patera and tiller.

Although a patriarchal society, Romans placed great 
emphasis on what might be termed “ feminine virtues” and honored 
them on their coins, particularly those of Roman empresses.

This reverse of this remarkably beautiful gold aureus depicts 
Salus, goddess of healing, and invokes her help in preserving the 
“health of the emperors.” Marcus Aurelius was never in the best 
of health and his youthful letters to his mentor, Fronto, serendipi- 
tously preserved in a medieval palimpsest, record his frequent 
complaints of chills, fevers, chest colds, and other varying ill- 
nesses. As emperor, the stresses of office were exacerbated by 
frequent bouts of gastric and respiratory trouble. He was fortu- 
nate, then, to have the services of Galen, the greatest physician of 
his age, who kept him going with a variety of treatments, all care- 
fully recorded in his journals. Galen was also needed as a kind 
of minister of public health to fight the terrible plague, perhaps 
smallpox, that swept the classical world after AD 163, carry- 
ing off up to half the Roman Empire's population. At that time, 
invocations for the health of the rulers and the general populace 
become increasingly common on the Roman coinage.

Maximinus II Daza (“the Dacian”), nephew of Galerius, was 
serving in the imperial bodyguard in AD 305 when his uncle 
plucked him from obscurity and elevated him to the rank of 
Caesar in the Second Tetrarchy. Once established in power in his 
territories of Egypt and Syria, Daza seems not to have impressed 
his uncle greatly, for he was passed over for promotion twice in 
the chaotic years AD 306-309. In 310, he took matters into his 
own hands by having his troops proclaim him Augustus, setting 
him against four other Augusti (Galerius, Licinius, Constantine 
and the rebel Maxentius) and making a shambles of Diocletian's 
carefully constructed tetrarchic system. After Galerius’ death 
in 311, Daza cast himself in his uncle’s mold as the defender 
of paganism and a persecutor of Christianity, placing him in 
opposition to Constantine and Licinius, who favored religious 
toleration. After Constantine crushed Maxentius in 312, Daza 
attempted to do the same to Licinius, invading Thrace the fol- 
lowing year with a sizeable force of 70,000. But his long forced 
marches exhausted his troops and the outnumbered army of 
Licinius won a resounding victory at the Battle of Tzirallum in 
AD 313. Daza fled the field dressed as a slave, but soon died 
either of disease or by his own hand. His rule had been harsh 
and his subjects welcomed Licinius as a liberator. Christians in 
particular reviled Daia as the last great Roman persecutor. 


This extremely rare aureus, probably issued to mark the eleva- 
tion of Maximinus II as Caesar, was struck at the Italian mint 
of Aquileia. Until recently, only a single specimen was known to 
exist, the example plated in Calico (vol. IL, p. 839, 5002a).

Licinius I elevated Martinian after his loss to Constantine I at 
Adrianople on 3 July AD 324, to assist in the ongoing civil war 
and prevent Constantine from invading Asia. With no time to 
respond, Crispus, son of Constantine, wiped out Licinius’ fleet 
in the Hellespont and Constantine was able to storm across the 
continent and crush Licinius at Chrysopolis on 18 September 
AD 324. Although Licinius and Martinian were initially spared, 
through the intervention of Constantia, Licinius’ wife and 
Constantine's sister; both were executed soon after on charges of 
conspiring to raise Gothic troops.

Even as Rome slipped under control of the Ostrogothic King 
Theodoric, its mint continued to strike gold coins in the name 
of the East Roman emperors, preserving the fiction that the 
Amali monarch ruled as viceroy of a united Empire. Athalaric, 
the grandson of Theodoric, succeeded to the Ostrogothic throne 
at the age of 10 in AD 526. His mother, Amalasuntha, was pro- 
Roman and cozied up to Constantinople, much to the dismay of 
the Ostrogothic nobility. The relationship grew even closer after 
Justinian I the Great came to power in Constantinople in 527, 
but Athalaric’s heavy drinking led to his early death in AD 534, 
setting the stage for a revolt by the anti-Roman nobles and the 
catastrophic Ostrogothic-Byzantine war that followed.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first 
numismatic representation of Jesus and immediately followed the 
ruling of the Trullan Synod of AD 692 that Christ could be depicted 
in human form. Justinian LI was ostentatiously devout and placing 
the divine image on his coinage was a reflection of this. The image 
is remarkably naturalistic and lifelike, and was likely based on 
the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the Great Palace of 
Constantinople, which was itself influenced by Hellenistic depic- 
tions of Zeus. Some scholars have argued that Justinian’s choice 
to produce this new type came in response to the Umayyad caliph 
‘Abd al-Malik’s minting of Byzantine-style solidi bearing the 
Islamic statement of faith (the shahada) in AD 692, which he used 
in payment of tribute to the Emperor prior to the decisive Umayyad 
victory at the Battle of Sebastopolis later that year.

Justinian II returned to power ten years after being overthrown 
with a slightly different appearance. The popular revolt that had 
overthrown Justinian in 695 was set on making sure he would 
never rule again, so the mob cut off his nose, in theory ren- 
dering him illegitimate to sit on the throne. Plotting his return 


for ten years, the ever-determined Justinian retook the throne 


with Bulgarian assistance and appeared before the people of 
Constantinople in the Hippodrome. The emperor wore a pros- 
thetic nose made of solid gold, a shocking sight for the terrified 
populace. Their fear was justified; Justinian soon ordered a 
public purge of those who were in any way connected to the revolt 
against him in 695, including the Patriarch, who he had mutilat- 
ed, blinded, and exiled. With his position for the moment secure, 
Justinian could turn his attention to other matters. He soon 
placed a new portrait of Christ on his coinage, differing from 
the “classic” sacred image of the coins of his first reign. Jesus is 
shown in a seemingly more youthful guise, with a head of tight, 
curly hair and a close-cropped beard, in place of the long tresses 
and medium-length beard on coins of the first reign. Various 
theories have been put forth to explain this abrupt change in 
iconography, but it remains mysterious. At any rate, young, curly 
headed Christ proved a short-lived depiction. It would not be 
until the end of the iconoclastic era, in the late 9th century AD, 
that Christ would again be depicted on Byzantine coins, and the 
image would revert to the more traditional long-haired visage of 
Justinian II’s first reign. The gold coinage and anonymous folles 
of the tenth and eleventh centuries also retained a more tradition- 
al, nimbate, and long-haired Christ. Consequently, the youthful 
Christ portraits of Justinian II’s second reign represent a rare 
period of deviation from the conventions of Byzantine religious 
numismatic art.

Justinian II’s son Tiberius, pictured here on the right of the 
reverse, lived a short and tragic life. He was born in Khazaria 
(the northern area between the Black and Caspian Seas) to a local 
princess, Theodora, and Justinian. He was declared co-emperor 
by his father at the age of one. By the time he was five, he was 
present with his father at some official ceremonies, such as the 
reception for Pope Constantine in AD 710. A revolt against his 
despotic father materialized in AD 711, and little Tiberius was 
taken by his grandmother Anastasia to a church for sanctuary. 
However, the new emperor Bardanes knew that as the last member 
of the dynasty of Heraclius, he might still pose a threat. Agents sent 
by Bardanes mercilessly dragged the six-year old Tiberius from 
the church and his grandmother's arms, murdering him outside. 
Fate did not forgive Bardanes for this horrific act, as he himself 
was deposed, blinded, and mutilated only two years later.

Ferdinand VII 8 Reales 1811 P-JF XF45 NGC, Popayan mint, 
KM71, Cal-1362, Elizondo-3, Restrepo-120.2, Calberto-943. The 
Ferdinand VII 8 Reales struck at Popayan is among the scarcest 
silver colonial bust 8 Reales types. 1811 is the first confirmed 
year of issue as the only known 1810 example is now believed to 
have been an 1813 issue with an altered date. A type offered at 
Heritage only twice previously and absent from even Norweb and 
Schuckmann, this example is the best of the bunch and tied for 
the top spot on the NGC census with the Millennia specimen. The 
strength of this piece is its relatively firm strike and scant signs of 
handling, particularly on the reverse coat-of-arms, which remains 
nearly intact. A mild pink hue softens the semi-lustrous, silvery 
surfaces. Specialists of Spanish colonials will want to watch this lot 
carefully as the next offering might not appear for several years.

Evidence of cleaning and some porosity to the surface 
limit the assigned grade. 


Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1818 NR-J F MS60 NGC, Nuevo 
Reino mint, KM66.1, Cal-1856. Displaying full mint luster, par- 
ticularly on the reverse, this specimen from the waning days of 
the colonial period appears to have been struck over an older 
type. Contact marks, likely from rusted dies, impair the obverse 
and limit the assigned grade.

MS60 NGC, Zagreb mint, KM-PN12. By Ivo Kerdic and Teodor 
Krivak. A pale-gold Pattern piece from the Second World War 
years, abounding with brilliance, very rare and we anticipate high 
bidding activity. 


Fascist State gold Pattern “Cottage Scene” 50 Banica 1941 
MS61 NGC, Zagreb mint, KM-PN16. By Ivo Kerdic and Teodor 
Krivak. An exceedingly rare Pattern from the Fascist state, fea- 
turing a traditional Croatian cottage. Admitting faint hairlines to 
fields, nonetheless a bold Mint State example, and of high histori- 
cal and numismatic importance.

Fascist State gold 500 Kuna 1941 MS61 NGC, Zagreb mint, 
KM-A3, Fr-1. A staggeringly rare issue from the Fascist state era, 
with a reported mintage of just 170 pieces that never circulated. 
Featuring the menacing bust of Ante Pavelic who founded the 
Croatian Revolutionary Movement in 1929 and was appointed 
as the leader of Independent State of Croatia in 1941, under 
the umbrella of German and Italian forces. A brilliant piece 
with warm coppery tone, destined for an advanced collection of 
European coins issued during the Second World War.

Republic Counterstamped Peso ND (1872-1877) XF40 PCGS, 
KM-R6. Incuse key counterstamp on 1866-Mo Maximilian Peso. 
A rare host in this series, with just one example placing higher on 
the PCGS census. Toned in a deep battleship gray that lets up on 
the highpoints, the host facilitates an attractive visual contrast on 
the flan. Countermark is slightly uneven but unmistakable.

Republic gold 20 Pesos 1915 MS61 NGC, Philadelphia mint, 
KM21, Fr-1. Mintage: 57,000. A flashing example of this popular 
one-year type. The eye is drawn away from the mild contact marks 
by luminosity which seems to halo around the central devices.

Republic gold Ducat 1923 MS65+ NGC, Kremnitz mint, KM8, 
Fr-2. No serial number variety. A good-looking Gem Mint State 
representative that is blessed with satiny surfaces and golden 
shimmer throughout.

Republic 8 Reales 1846 QUITO-GJ XF45 NGC, Quito mint, 
KM32, Fonrobert-8313, Elizondo-1. Mintage: 1,386. One year 
type. An instantly recognizable one-year type, represented by an 
honestly rubbed but clear and attractive specimen, toned in an 
array of lavender, cerulean, and amber hues.

The single example we could locate of this denomination with 
such an iconic mint error. All the obverse characteristics can be 
appreciated in a mirrored image on the reverse.

* OPIDI « InGWEnSIS (pellet stop), arms of Mainz (wheel in 
shield) within trilobe. Fully resplendent and most deserving of its 
advanced assignment. 


NASSAU 


Nassau. Adolph 2 Taler (3-1/2 Gulden) 1854 MS62 NGC, 
Wiesbaden mint, KM69, Dav-745. All the details are in place on 
this distinctly original, scarce issue. The uneven toning keeps 
the eyes engaged for minutes at a time. One of only two Mint 
State examples at NGC, so this will likely receive considerable 
attention among collectors who are increasingly seeking out 
large-sized Talers. 


NURNBERG 


Niirnberg. Karl VI gold Ducat 1712-GFN MS62 NGC, KM277, 
Fr-1900. Altar reverse. A fantastic example of this challenging 
one-year type, tied for the finest position at NGC. Displaying 
thrilling detail throughout that glistens with residual bloom at 
the high points, while the fields flash with semi-prooflike appeal 
when turned in the wrist. 


PADERBORN 


Paderborn. Ferdinand II 1/4 Taler 1663 XF45 NGC, Neuhaus 
mint, KM106. A delightful portrait of the bishop graces this 
scarce issue from an important Westphalian bishopric. The 
reverse legend reads in Greek rather than Latin (“agreeably and 
firmly”). The only graded example at either service with moder- 
ate, yet even wear. 


Paderborn. Hermann Werner von Wolff-Metternich Thaler 
1693 XF45 PCGS, Neuhaus mint, KM159, Day-5712. An elusive 
one-year issue of which we could not locate any examples 
offered by major auction companies in the last couple of decades. 
Displaying a balanced strike and even highpoint wear, this piece 
is dressed in a light gunmetal tone. 


Paderborn. Clemens August of Bavaria 2/3 Taler (Gulden) 
1723-AGP VF35 NGC, Miinster mint, KM212, Dav-742. 
Expressing deep cabinet patina and balanced wear throughout 
Clemens’ portrait, the reverse quite attractive with well-defined 
Coat of Arms. A rarely encountered type from the first year of his 
appointment as the Archbishop of Cologne. 


PFALZ 


Pfalz. Ludwig HII gold Goldgulden ND (1410-1436) MS62 
NGC, Oppenheim mint, Fr-1974. 3.49gm. Conditionally scarce at 
this near-Choice level of preservation, struck with a precision that 
still rings throughout the flan, suffering from only the mildest bit 
of inconsistency on the obverse. Tied for the finest grade at NGC. 


PFALZ-NEUBURG 


Pfalz-Neuburg. Wolfgang Wilhelm Taler 1623 MS64 NGC, 
KM12, Dav-7162A. Sensational in its preservation with a bold 
strike, intact reeded collar, and nary a trace of wear. There is 
an attractive olive hue that pervades the glossy fields. The only 
straight-graded example at NGC and it’s hard to fathom a nicer 
extant example. 
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PRUSSIA 


Prussia. Friedrich II 2/3 Taler (Gulden) 1741-EGN AU 
Details (Environmental Damage) PCGS, KM231, Dav-307. An 
especially desirable and scarce Gulden of Prussian origin, and 
seemingly the first of this date we’ve yet seen. Gently handled 
and presenting well-defined peripheries and minimal surface 
corrosion spots as assigned by the grade qualifier. Despite these, 
the piece on its whole remains appreciable and is worthy of con- 
sideration by the German States type collector. 


Prussia. Friedrich Wilhelm HI gold Frederick d’Or 1831-A 
AU58 NGC, Berlin mint, KM415, Fr-2432. A sparingly encoun- 
tered visitor on the marketplace, occurring with far lesser 
frequency than the double Frederick d’Or. Exhibiting slight fric- 
tion on his bust and on the Eagle’s breast feathers, otherwise a 
pleasing “top-pop” representative with strong residual luster 
teeming in the peripheries. 


Prussia. Friedrich Wilhelm III gold 2 Frederick d’Or 1800-A 
AU55 NGC, Berlin mint, KM381, Fr-2421. Seldom encountered 
problem free, this example evinces a fair bit of rub and a die crack 
at 11 o’clock but maintains definitive appeal with a pervading 
amber tone and deep peripheries. 


Prussia. Wilhelm II Proof 5 Mark 1902-A PR64 NGC, Berlin 
mint, cf. KM523 (unlisted in Proof), J-104 (same). An exceptionally 
scarce issue in Proof and rarely available on the marketplace this 
fine. Partially toned with particularly attractive hues of royal blue 
and tangerine decorating the reverse, where the brilliance of the 
field amplifies the visual aesthetic of the frosted Imperial eagle. 


REGENSBURG 


Regensburg. Free City gold “City View” 4 Ducat ND (1745- 
1765) XF Details (Plugged) PCGS, KM335, Fr-2534. 39mm. 
13.39gm. With the portrait, name, and titles of Franz I. An 
exceptionally scarce yet highly successful gold issue featuring 
Regensburg’s instantly recognizable “City View,” depicting the 
medieval engineering feat that is the Stone Bridge crossing the 
Danube. While used extensively in jewelry throughout its three- 
century existence, the details remain fully discernible, lighting 
aglow under illumination and endure as a top-tier specimen for 
the Regensburg specialist. 


Regensburg. Anton Ignaz Josef Taler 1786 GCB MS63 
Prooflike NGC, KM449, Dav-2605. A highly attractive offer- 
ing exhibiting steely underlying brilliance to the Prooflike fields 
supporting the intricately detailed motifs. A keenly sought- 
after Bishopric type by collectors, and very rarely seen in the 
American market in Choice Mint State quality. 


REUSS-OBERGREIZ 


Reuss-Obergreiz. Heinrich XX 2 Taler 1844-A MS65 NGC, 
Berlin mint, KM105, Dav-797. A breathtakingly fine Gem exhib- 
iting ethereal underlying luminosity to the surfaces offering 
hues of cobalt and pale lavender. Presently sharing the highest 
assigned technical grade in NGC census with one other example, 
and none finer than MS63 exist in PCGS graded population. 


According to Davenport, the territory of Reuss comprised of 
small districts between Saxony, the Saxon duchies and Bavaria. 
The Lords of Weida, as they were originally called, purportedly 
became known as Reuss because one of them married a Russian 
princess, whose son was colloquially known as “der Russe” (the 
Russian). An idiosyncrasy of the family in all its branches was to 
name all male children Heinrich, eventually running to as high as 
Heinrich LXXV.

Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. Ernst II 2 Taler (3-1/2 Gulden) 1854-F 
AUS58 NGC, Dresden mint, KM128, Dav-824. Mintage: 16,050. 
Remarkably preserved for a type that saw heavy circulation, with 
only scant evidence of handling. The flan benefits from a subtle 
layer of mottled toning, emboldening the effigy of Ernst I, the 
older sibling of Albert, prince consort of Great Britain as the 
husband of Queen Victoria. 


SAXE-GOTHA 


Saxe-Gotha. Johann Ernst gold Ducat 1637 MS62 NGC, 
Coburg mint, KM180, Fr-2945. A two-year type that we haven’t 
encountered since 2014 and never with this date. Semi-prooflike 
fields shimmer beneath a meticulously rendered Taler-like design 
with hardly an instance of softness to identify. Amber toning in 
the targets furthers the appeal of this near-Choice specimen, a 
true boon for collectors. 


SAXONY 


Saxony. Johann Georg I gold 2 Ducat 1630 AU Details (Bent) 
NGC, Dresden mint, KM421, Fr-2701. 6.82gm. A celebrated type 
commemorating the centennial of the Augsburg Confession. 
Despite the qualifier, the offering persists with robust appeal, 
evenly and definitively struck and hinted with residual bloom. A 
decent amount of highpoint rub confirms the designation. 


SCHAUMBURG-LIPPE 


Schaumburg-Lippe. Adolph Georg gold 20 Mark 1874-B 
UNC Details (Repaired) NGC, Hannover mint, KM48, J-284. 
Mintage: 3,000. A fleeting one-year type that is challenging to 
obtain in any meaningful condition, the present example show- 
cases satiny fields in rich creamy hue in stark contrast with the 
satisfyingly crisply executed raised designs. Quite attainable here 
and worthy of serious consideration. 


Schaumburg-Lippe. Albrecht Georg Proof 5 Mark 1904-A 
PR62 NGC, Berlin mint, KMS0, J-165. Mintage: 200. A richly 
toned piece projecting marbled, sunset orange flashes of brilliance. 


SILESIA-LIEGNITZ-BRIEG 


Silesia-Liegnitz-Brieg. Georg III, Ludwig IV & Christian 
gold Ducat 1653 AU Details (Mount Removed) NGC, Brieg 
mint, KM401, cf. Fr-3200 (date unlisted). A very challenging 
“Three Brothers” emission, displaying deep silhouetting in the 
legends and gentle, uniform rub across the devices, yet still 
retaining ample detail. An appreciable and affordable example of 
the type. 
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STOLBERG-STOLBERG 


Stolberg-Stolberg. Christof Friedrich & Jost Christian gold 
Ducat 1725-IIG AU Details (Bent) NGC, KM124, Fr-3325. 
Presenting the instantly recognizable stag design, this scarce gold 
piece exhibits a sharper strike than usual, particularly the legends. 
Minor post-mint curvature makes this a possible value opportu- 
nity for collectors looking to add an iconic type to their cabinet. 


Stolberg-Stolberg. Christof Ludwig II & Friedrich Botho 
gold Ducat 1743-IIG AU55 NGC, KM222, Fr-3336. Featuring 
the always popular Stolberg stag, this scarce specimen carries a 
somewhat soft strike and typically crimped edges. The attractively 
styled reverse coat of arms, though often overlooked because of the 
better-known obverse, is worthy of admiration on its own merit. 
This is the only graded example and highly desirable as such. 


WERDEN & HELMSTEDT 


Werden & Helmstedt. Ferdinand Taler 1698 XF45 PCGS, 
KMe2, Dav-5931. A lesser-seen type with few appearances in the 
auction floors, the present offering showing honest wear and a 
pleasing tone to the well-defined motifs. 


WURTTEMBERG 


Wiirttemberg. Wilhelm II Proof 3 Mark 1916-F PR65 NGC, 
Stuttgart mint, KM638, J-178. Mintage: 1,000. Struck to com- 
memorate Wilhelm II’s 25th anniversary of reign. The obverse 
features a matte-like surface while the reverse impresses with its 
subtle fields of cobalt surrounding the imperial eagle. According 
to Krause, 650 pieces have since been melted, making this an 
extraordinarily rare opportunity considering how few survivors 
exist today. 


Wiirttemberg. Wilhelm II Proof 5 Mark 1895-F PR64 NGC, 
Stuttgart mint, cf. KM632 (unlisted as Proof), cf. Dav-964 (same), 
J-176 (same). A spectacular and imposing Proof from the last 
King of Wiirttemberg, before the dissolution of the kingdom in 
1918 when he was the last German ruler to abdicate. The fields 
are abounding with brilliance and reveal underlying tones of 
cobalt and fiery orange on the reverse where the Coat of Arms 
is produced in painstaking precision. A fabulous addition to any 
advanced cabinet of German Imperial coins.

Ackey 1796 PR66 Brown NGC, Soho mint, KM-Pn7, FT-2B. 
The exquisite chestnut brown patina is incredibly even and 
smooth. Some slight multi-color iridescence throughout gives 
this “top pop” specimen a magnificent glossy glow. 


British Outpost. George III copper Mint Error - Mule Ackey 
ND (1796) MS63 Brown NGC, FT-11. Struck using the obverse 
die of a Gold Coast 1796 Ackey (KM-Tn6) and a reverse die 
of a French 1792 2 Sols Token (KM-Tn25). On the obverse, 
‘PARLIAMENT? correctly spelled in the legend, featuring the 
Coat of Arms of the Company of Merchants Trading to Africa. 
An intriguing and rare combination exhibiting Choice espresso 
fields, whose combination was known to David Vice but never 
having been seen by the author before publication of his seminal 
reference The Coinage of British West Africa & St. Helena 1684- 
1958. As such, this offering remains an outstanding opportunity 
for the discerning error coin collector.

Rare type according to North, 
slightly flat and with bright areas on obverse commensurate with 
the conditional modifier, the reverse bold and attractively patinated. 


Edward III (1327-1377) gold 1/4 Noble ND (1356-1361) MS62 
NGC, Tower mint, Cross mm, Fourth Coinage, Pre-Treaty 
Period, S-1498, N-1191. +EDWARD: DEI: GRA: REX: AnGL 
(saltire stops), royal shield within octolobe / +€XALTABITVR: 
In: GLORIA (double saltire stops), cross fleury within octolobe, 
lions in angles. Struck slightly off-center, however presenting 
fabulous antique gold tone and bold sparkle throughout. 


Edward III (1327-1377) gold Noble ND (1356-1361) Clipped 
NGC, Tower mint, Cross 3 mm, S-1490, N-1182. 6.03gm. Fourth 
coinage. Despite the noted clipping that has done away with 
the outer peripheries of the legends, this survivor maintains an 
ample amount of central detail on the reverse that evinces only 
the gentlest highpoint rub. Overall, a wholly respectable example 
of the emission.

Purportedly belonging to an 
emission of a mere 3-4 pieces struck for photographic purposes, 
this type is offered only once in a blue moon. Gem-preserved 
devices rise amongst the deafening calm of the stone-gray sur- 
faces, the peripheries presenting especially deep and sharp. We 
note a spot of verdigris in the B of BRIT on the obverse legend.

An irrefut- 
able Gem with devices to confirm, this offering wears fiery 
peripheries of amber and scarlet that ignite with the turn of a 
wrist, bordered by a subdued lavender that wraps around Percy 
Metcalfe’s reverse design. Accompanied by original case of issue.

Reverse 
design by David Cornell. An enormously popular design, captur- 
ing the essence of much beloved Princess Diana.

A rare and beautiful Medal honoring Mexico’s first President, 
which also features a wonderful depiction of the popular 
Hookneck-style eagle on the reverse.

Visually captivating with the elephant reverse design, believed to 
be association with the ceremonies surrounding Denmark’s highest 
chivalric order - the Order of the Elephant, not officially establish 
until the latter years of Christian’s rule, in 1693. Boasting a stron- 
ger strike than is typically associated with these types, with all 
details fully embossed and easily discernible, making for a top-tier 
specimen for the Norwegian specialist. 
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Christian V silver Pattern 2 Ducats ND (1670-1699), Christiania 
mint, KM-Unl., ABH-154B. Only gently handled and despite the 
minor scratches witnessed to the obverse fields, the piece has 
likely spent ample time in an advanced cabinet, having developed a 
most pleasing polychromatic patina. 


Christian V gold 2 Ducats ND (1670-1699), Christiania mint, 
KM-UnL., Fr- 14 var. (there at 1-1/2 Ducats), ABH-154A (XR), 
Hede-20B. 7.28gm. An elusive issue most commonly seen struck 
in silver, arriving at auction rather infrequently with the last of this 
type we’ve handled dating back to the 2014 Newman collection. 
A survey of auction records shows no specimens in gold to come 
to major auction in the last 20 years, with most other single- and 
double-Ducat types appearing at least once. Lemon-gold expans- 
es decorate this shocking survivor, with especially fine reverse 
details and notable flash likely the result of an earlier cleaning. 
Despite the overall appearances and qualifier, these do little to 
diminish the historical importance of this fleeting issue, one that 
was unsuccessful as a method to facilitate trade yet easily becom- 
ing one of Norway’s most sought-after numismatic products. 


Christian V silver 3 Ducat 1673, Christiania mint, KM-Pn22, 
cf. ABH-4 (for gold). A highly scarce Norwegian issue struck off- 
metal in silver, whose appearance at auction may be once every 
year, and usually in comparable or lesser states of preservation. 
The horse and rider remain relatively strong and fully enveloped in 
a gentle pewter patina. 


Carl XIV Johan of Sweden Specie Daler 1835 XF45 PCGS, 
Kongsberg mint, KM301, ABH-13A. Draped bust, no star below 
mint mark. A pleasing representative from this enormously popular 
series of fine Specie Dalers from Kongsberg mint. Lavishly pati- 
nated in lead-gray throughout, with only a uniform and gentle 
dispersion of friction capping the assigned grade. Rarely available 
this nice and problem-free, and we anticipate strong bidding activity. 


Oscar I Speciedaler 1849 XF45 NGC, KM317, ABH-4. A 
respectable, problem-free cabinet representative of this challeng- 
ing type admitting some honest rub yet considerable detail still 
endures, particularly on the reverse. Only three examples grade 
higher at NGC.

Date, mint and 
assayer are also visible and enhanced by the pleasing coppery tone. 
Though previously mounted, both the reverse and obverse are free 
of distracting marks. 


Ferdinand VI gold 8 Escudos 1753 LM-J AU55 NGC, Lima 
mint, KMSO0, Cal-766. An entirely respectable representative 
exhibiting even wear across the King’s curls and a pleasing paucity 
of any distracting adjustment marks on the light ochre fields, 
where moments of fleeting luster can still be detected surrounding 
the legends.

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Alexander II Rouble 1866 CIIb-HI MS63 PCGS, KM-Y25, 
Bit-79. The dappled surfaces present a panoply of pastel shades 
that become deeper and even more prismatic along the peripherals. 
Choice in preservation, this vibrant example is a pleasure to view. 
Only two graded higher at either service. 


Alexander II gold 3 Roubles 1875 CILIB-HI MS60 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-Y26, Bit-37. A scarce and highly desirable 
type. Semi-prooflike but also displays some wispy hairlines on 
both sides. 


Alexander III 50 Kopecks 1891-AT’ MS62 NGC, St. Petersburg 
mint, KM-Y45, Bit-84. Mintage: 24,008. Some light chatter among 
the fields may serve to limit the grade from further excellence 
but it does little to diminish this conditionally scarce example’s 
immense eye appeal. The patina is an excellent combination of 
steel and ice blue, and mint frost glistens atop each side’s hand- 
some central design. For the cherry on top, light beams from the 
deep fields create an overall scintillatingly lustrous appearance. 
This popular but fleeting type is seldom seen as nice as this and 
should inspire spirited competition. 


Alexander III Rouble 1886-AT’ MS62 NGC, St. Petersburg mint, 
KM-Y46, Bit-60. Large Head type. Soundly struck first-year date 
with glossy surfaces. A scarce and popular issue, especially in 
Mint State. 


Alexander III Rouble 1891-AT MS62 NGC, St. Petersburg mint, 
KM-Y46, Bit-74. Small Head type. This blizzard white specimen 
is supremely frosty and exudes breathtaking luster. Both sides are 
nearly Prooflike on this conservatively graded offering. 


Alexander II Rouble 1893-AT MS64 PCGS, KM-Y46, Bit-77, 
Dav-292. Small portrait variety. A more polychromatic example 
than is usual for the type, with mottled surfaces that feature brood- 
ing shades of violet, midnight blue, and pewter.

Desirable in any condition, this Mint State example will 
surely attract attention because of its fully preserved devices and 
kaleidoscopic patination. At present, this is the only example at 
PCGS at its assigned grade. 
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Nicholas II gold 5 Roubles 1899-36 MS63 NGC, St. Petersburg 
mint, KM-Y62, Fr-180. Approaching an uncommon grade level for 
this conditionally scarce date. 


Nicholas I gold 7 Roubles 50 Kopecks 1897-AT MS63 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-Y63, Bit-17. A one-year type with an unusual 
denomination and popular as such. Seldom seen in such fine condi- 
tion, this honey-golden representative is sure to satisfy a discerning 
collector who demands grade quality and eye appeal to match. 


Nicholas II gold “Narrow Rim” 15 Roubles 1897-AT’ MS63 
NGC, St. Petersburg mint, KM-Y65.2, Bit-1. Narrow rim variety. 
Brilliant luster with choice surfaces and semi-Prooflike fields. 


Nicholas II gold “Narrow Rim” 15 Roubles 1897-AT MS63 
PCGS, St. Petersburg mint, KM-Y65.2, Bit-2. Narrow rim variety 
with last three letters of the obverse legend below the truncation.

A rare and celebrated occurrence on the marketplace, 
these Proof pieces from 1926 have enjoyed a tremendous rise in 
popularity during the recent years. The present offering boasts 
superb, glassy obverse surfaces that shift between tones of flame 
and cranberry at the turn of the wrist. 


Russian Federation gold Proof “Brown Bear” 200 Roubles 
1993-(M) PR69 Deep Cameo PCGS, St. Petersburg mint, 
KM-Y413. Mintage: 1,000. “Protect our World” series. Flashy 
fields with nice Deep Cameo to the richly frosted motifs. 


Russian Federation gold Proof “Lynx” 200 Roubles 1995-(M) 
PR69 Deep Cameo PCGS, Moscow mint, KM-Y500. Boasting 
practically pristine, jet-black open expanses supporting the stoic, 
intricately-styled lynx coated with an abundance of golden frost.

French Colony Counterstamped 6 Escalins ND (1798) XF45 
NGC, KM4, Prid-1. 10.25gm. SL Counterstamp (AU Strong) on 1/2 
Cut Mexican 8 Reales Mo-FM. The finest example graded at NGC, 
a cabinet piece displaying appreciable remaining detail on the host. 
Strong counterstamps, along with the reverse silhouettes, are toned 
in a bright lemon, imbuing the offering with enticing eye appeal.

F15 NGC, KM4.1, Prid-1. SV Counterstamp (XF Standard) on 
Cut Mexican 8 Reales. 9.29gm. Authorized by an Act dated 8th 
December 1797. Seldom seen at auction, this example is typi- 
cally underweight and generously circulated but countermarks still 
appear bold. 


SCOTLAND 


James VI (1) Counterstamped “Thistle” 2/3 Ryal ND (1578), 
cf. S-5426 (for host, discussed on pg. 76). Countermarked with 
crowned thistle revaluation. With thistle counterstamp upon a 
Mary and Henry Darnley 2/3 Ryal dated 1565. Presenting a deep- 
ly-engraved stamp, this piece is free of extensive wear and shows 
nearly full legends flanked by well-defined devices, all dressed in 
a deep patina with emerald crevices. 


James VI (1) Counterstamped “Thistle” Ryal ND (1578), cf. 
S-5425 (for host, discussed on pg. 76). With thistle counterstamp 
upon a Mary and Henry Darnley Ryal dated 1565. Presenting 
a bold thistle stamp upon sharp and balanced devices, a piece 
dressed in a uniform cabinet tone. 


Renfrewshire - Hutchesontown. Forster & Corbet 
Counterstamped 5 Shillings Token ND (1815-1819) XF45 NGC, 
KM-CC64, Manville-37a. Host: Mexico 8 Reales 1813 Mo-JJ; 
Counterstamp: “Forster & Corbet Hutchesontown” in periphery 
centered by “5/” within a roped border (AU Strong). Displaying 
attractive coloration while the counterstamp is sharply struck and 
fully legible. Given the quality of the piece and the rarity of the 
counterstamp, this offering will doubtlessly be met with strong 
bidder enthusiasm with the considerable popularity of these in the 
last few years. 


STERRA LEONE 


British Colony. Sierra Leone Company gilt-bronze Cent 1791 
Proof Details (Cleaned) NGC, Soho mint, KMla, FT-8B. The 
first of this gilt Cent variety that we’ve handled, listed as six times 
more valuable than the standard proof strike in The Coinage of 
British West Africa & St. Helena 1684-1958 by David Vice. Both 
the obverse and reverse details remain almost entirely struck-up, 
the gilding hanging on to every inch of the flan but at the very 
highpoints, where cobalt-toned bronze peeks through. Seemingly 
the first example to hit a major auction in recent memory, sure to 
be scooped up by discerning eyes. 


British Colony. Sierra Leone Company gilt-copper Proof 10 
Cents 1791 PR61 NGC, Soho mint, KM3b, FT-5C. A delightful 
and profusely glistening little treasure, the lion’s mane and coat 
presented with needle-sharp precision, and the surfaces flashy 
although admitting an abundance of tiny carbon spots.

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British Colony. William IV Countermarked 1/4 Dollar (13 
Pence) ND (1832-1834) VF25 NGC, KM10, FT-2. Host: quarter 
cut piece of Mexico Ferdinand VII 8 Reales (18)19-Mo (cf. KM111); 
Counterstamp: “Crown WR”. A very rare and fascinating coinage, 
David Vice says in his book The Coinage of British West Africa 
& St. Helena 1684-1958 that “In Sierra Leone, for a short period 
between 1832 and 1834, the [Spanish] dollars as well as being cut 
into quarters, edges plain cut, were also stamped with the crowned 
initials WR (for William Rex [King William]). This counterstamp, 
which was unique to Sierra Leone, was used as a guarantee of 
weight on the cut quarters” (p. 160). 


This piece, besides having beautiful patina and no damage, is espe- 
cially tempting due to the Mexico City mint mark clearly visible 
on one side and the last two digits of the date “19” (for 1819) on 
the other side. Knowing the exact coin type and date for a quarter 
piece of a host coin is rare in itself and adds extra intrigue for an 
already captivating issue.

Counterstamp: Crowned WP. An extremely scarce British Colonial 
African issue. The 1/4 Dollar (13 Pence) issues are more commonly 
seen than these more substantial 1/2 Dollar issues. What makes 
this offering special is the excellent condition of the both the host 
coin and countermark. The only two other auction results of this 
type we could find were holed examples. A marvelous numismatic 
opportunity awaits the winner of this specimen. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Cape of Good Hope. British Colony copper-nickel Proof 
Pattern Penny 1889-V PR62 NGC, Brussels mint, KM-Pn4, 
KMX-4, Hern-CsS. Glass-like surfaces exhibit pockets of beautiful 
icy-blue patination. This scarce pattern issue currently evaluated 
at a conservative grade-point, boasts a wonderfully depictive and 
fully-rendered design. 


Griquatown. British Colony copper 1/4 Penny ND (1815-1816) 
AU58 Brown NGC, KM-Tnl, Hern-GT4. A scarce and historically 
significant early South African issue. Only a touch of wear visible 
on this pleasing chestnut example. 


Griquatown. British Colony copper Proof 1/2 Penny ND 
(1815-1816) Proof Details (Surface Hairlines) NGC, KM-Tn2, 
Hern-GT3. Reeded edge. An elusive non-denominated token type, 
designed by Thomas Halliday for the London Mission Society. 
Thought to be a part of the first series of coins minted for use in 
South African. Some light hairlines on both sides define the details 
notation, but there is plenty of rose-colored luster on this piece to 
please the eye. 


Griquatown. British Colony silver Proof 10 Pence ND (1815- 
1816) PR62 Cameo NGC, KM-TnS, Hern-GT1. A historically 
important silver denomination from the Missionary Series, made 
for the London Mission Society’s outpost of Griquatown (founded 
in 1805) and thus representing the official first coinage of South 
Africa. The slate fields admit a multitude of wisps from handling, 
yet are delightfully luminous and carry an underlying golden hue 
punctuated on the reverse by fierce azure toning. 


Griquatown. Victoria copper Proof Pattern Penny 1890 PR63 
Red Brown NGC, KM-Pn5, Hern-GT20. A rare and important sin- 
gle-denomination issue engraved by L.C. Lauer and struck in Berlin 
by Otto Nolte & Co. Stunning red-orange luster blossoms from the 
watery surfaces on this choice Proof type featuring young Victoria. 
A small corner chip on the slab itself is noted for completeness.

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Republic “Double Shaft” 5 Shillings 1892 MS63 NGC, Berlin 
mint, KM8.2. Mintage: 4,327. A stunning example of the “double 
shaft” variety, with pretty gunmetal surfaces backlit by subtle 
rainbow-colored hues. Every facet of this piece is set to impress as 
Choice examples like this remain conditionally scarce. 


Republic gold “Veld” Pond 1902 AU Details (Obverse 
Scratched) NGC, Pilgrims Rest mint, KM11, Fr-4, Hern-Z54. One 
of a mere 968 pieces of this wartime issue that were struck hastily 
to pay soldiers of the Second Boer War. Admitting a multitude of 
scratches over the date that remains fully legible. Regardless, an 
ever-popular type and a rare opportunity to obtain a coin that must 
have seen some fierce action during its existence. 


SPAIN 


Barcelona. Joseph Napolean 5 Pesetas 1809 MS63 NGC, KM69, 
Cal-45. A fleeting series of Catalonian issues, here represent- 
ed by a relatively pristine example of the type, one we see in 
Mint State designations infrequently and rarely surpassing MS62. 
Broadcasting a full strike and pleasing argent patina that lightly 
obscures scant reflectivity beneath, this piece endures as a stunner, 
with only 2 noted finer between both grading services. 


Barcelona. Joseph Napoleon 5 Pesetas 1810 MS64 NGC, 
Barcelona mint, KM69, AC-46, Dav-310. A wholesome light patina 
does nothing to diminish the gleaming icy luster sprouting forth 
from this exquisite specimen. Very elusive in this near Gem condi- 


tion, as evidenced by it’s “top pop” status at NGC. Wings approved.

Despite the usual striking weak- 
ness almost always accompanying this issue, the piece on offer 
demands further consideration from ample mint brilliance and 
ambered silhouettes to the protected regions. 


Ferdinand & Isabella (1474-1504) gold 2 Excelentes ND (from 
1497)-S AU58 NGC, Seville mint, Fr-129, Cal-732. 6.97gm. A 
highly respectable representation of this pleasing type whose con- 
dition lies at the very boundary of Mint State. A largely well-struck 
example with only minor weakness to the peripheries, dressed in 
pale-gold expanses and prominent originality. 


Ferdinand & Isabella (1474-1504) gold 2 Excelentes ND (1476- 
1516)-T AU Details (Obverse Scratched) NGC, Toledo mint, 
Cal-749. Despite the Details designation, the piece remains a spec- 
tacular example, with sharply rendered busts, highly legible text 
that appears somewhat doubled on the obverse, and a brilliant, 
still-lustrous golden sheen. 


Charles & Johanna (1516-1556) gold Cob Escudo ND (before 
1550) MS63 NGC, Seville mint, Cal-199. 3.35gm. Assayer square 
D to left variety. An aesthetically refined representative that leaves 
an impression of visual balance and quality that render this offer- 
ing a highly collectible example of its type. 


Philip V 8 Reales 1728 S-P MS65 NGC, Seville mint, KM336.3, 
Dav-1697, Cal-1618, Cay-9313. Visually stunning, this Gem speci- 
men exudes color and is surely one of the most attractive extant 
examples of the type. Every detail from the original strike remains 
intact, indicating that this piece has survived as a prized treasure in 
someone’s cabinet or collection. This treasure is hard to put down. 


Charles III gold 8 Escudos 1786 S-C AU55 NGC, Seville mint, 
KM409.2a, Cal-2191. Minimally handled and retaining luminous 
recesses with a light amber tone. 
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Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1811 C-CI MS61 NGC, Cadiz 
mint, KM470, Cal-1741. Point in initials type. Scarce and desirable 
in any condition, this still-lustrous specimen is wrapped in a sheen 
of sumptuous gold with conspicuous elements of hunter green that 
further enhance the eye appeal. Adjustment marks are noted for 
completeness. This is the only Mint State example at either service 
and should be on the radar of 8 Escudos trophy hunters. 


Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1819 M-GJ AU55 NGC, Madrid 
mint, KM485, Cal-1775. The reverse of this piece is such a delight 
to behold with vibrant luster and a strong degree of originality. 
The obverse admits even wear across the King’s bust, and is ener- 
gized by vibrant hues of fiery orange and magenta silhouetting the 
legends. An exceedingly rare guest at auctions, the current offering 
representing the sole graded example at NGC, and we anticipate a 
hot contest as it crosses the auction block. 


Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1820 M-GJ MS62 NGC, Madrid 
mint, KM485, Cal-1776. Immensely lustrous with firmly struck, 
shimmering devices. The slightest evidence of darker toning 
around the legends enhances the brightness of the raised motif, 
particularly on the reverse. Surface marks prevent a Choice grade, 
but this remains an outstanding example of a type more often seen 
in conditions less than Mint State. 


Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1820 M-GJ MS61 NGC, Madrid 
mint, KM485, Cal-1776. This excellent specimen features the color 
and luster of at least a choice Mint State issue, but unfortunately 
some light wispy obverse hairlines limit the evaluation to the 
currently assigned grade.

This overdate variety 
boasts brilliant luminosity, Prooflike fields, and pristinely pre- 
served devices. The scarcity alone of this majestic piece is worthy 
of attention but given the Gem condition of this single-graded 
example, one can expect much bidder enthusiasm.

Alfonso XIII gold 100 Pesetas 1897(97) SG-V MS62 NGC, 
Madrid mint, KM708, Cal-119, Fr-347. Highly lustrous but mod- 
erately abraded example of this large denomination one-year gold

Alfonso XIII gold 100 Pesetas 1897(97) SG-V AU58 NGC, 
Madrid mint, KM708, Fr-347. A charming one-year type displaying 
Mint preserved peripheries with scarlet silhouetting and a surprising 
abundance of luster. All in all, a very attractive coin for the grade.

Brabant. Philip IV 2 Patagons 1648 AU55 NGC, Brussels mint, 
KM-UnL., cf. Dav-4461 (date unlisted), cf. Delm-295a (R1) (date 
unlisted). 56.07gm. A weighty selection bearing a date that is 
unlisted in both Davenport and Delmonte. With a beautiful cabinet 
patina and much detail visible on the obverse devices, the piece 
boasts an exceptional state of preservation for the type, which is 
normally witnessed with a much cruder strike. 


Brabant. Philip IV gold Souverain Ou Lion d’Or 1658 AUS8 
NGC, Antwerp mint, KM77.1, Fr-107. Mintmark: hand. 5.52 gm. A 
wholly appreciable near-Mint State representative of this fleeting 
type, produced just slightly off-center on a buttery-yellow plan- 
chet. While occasional areas of striking weakness are seen to this 
piece, as is common for the issue, the peripheries remain original 
and virtually fully struck. 


SWEDEN 


Christina Riksdaler 1642-AG AU50 NGC, Stockholm mint, 
KM187, Dav-4525. Christina’s portrait on this coin is impeccably 
charming due to the precision of the strike and craftsmanship of 
the die-work. This alone gives the current offering tremendous 
eye appeal but it is also supported by wholesome gray and purplish 
patina. There are a few small old scratches in the reverse field, 
noted for integrality.

While the Queen’s portrait admits softness and bal- 
anced wear, the reverse is admirably bold and well preserved for 
the assigned grade, the visual appeal further elevated by sparks of 
electric blue toning in the crevices. 


Frederick I copper Plate Money 2 Daler 1722 XF, Avesta mint, 
KM-PM71. 185x173mm. Compelling for its type and one of the 
more instantly recognizable emission of Swedish origin, each 
stamp nearly full in its expression and exhibiting little to no sub- 
stantial wear. Only a few scattered edge fissures are noted for the 
sake of accuracy. 


Frederick I copper Plate Money 4 Daler 1738 XF, Avesta 
mint, KM-PM74. 243x220mm. An expansive type and one of 
the largest “coins” struck, where the smaller denominations are 
found with more frequency, yet witnessed here as one of two 
within the very same auction. Mostly well-struck apart from 
weakness to a single corner stamp and dressed in a fine verdigris 
surface, seemingly adding to the eye appeal, and best appreciated 
when viewed in both hands. 


Frederick I copper Plate Money 4 Daler 1741 XF, Avesta mint, 
KM-PM74. 227x227mm. A lesser seen denomination from this 
coveted Plate Money series, and while exhibiting minor strik- 
ing weakness to the stamps and overall verdigris to the surface, 
remains undiminished as a sought-after denomination.

298d. An attainable representative of this well-loved “city view” 
Taler with an exciting interpretation of Basel’s heraldic animal, the 
basilisk.
